MEMPHIS. 
HOPING. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Mzurnis, Tenn., Sept. 21.—The weather to 
day has been clear and cool, and inspired the 
hope that an early frost will put an end to the 
prevailing epidemic. There has been more evi- 
dence of life in this practically dead city than at 
any time for nearly two months, and the citi- 
zens manifcst no inconsiderable degree of eu- 
couragement. The new cases are reported at 


89, and the deaths 41, of which 17 were colored. 


The seeming increase in the number of new 

cases stated is accounted, for by the fact that a 

number of colored patients were discovered to- 

day who had thus far remained unknown and 

without treatment, but the pbysicians insist 

that there is 
NO MATERIAL INCREASE. 


The deaths, though apparentiy reduced, are 


relatively as large as upon apy day during the 
current week, tue average per day fur the past 
four days being six:v. It is not anticipated that 
any pronounced decrease of the mortality list 
will occur before frost, the seeming diminuuon 
being due, as I heretofore stated, to a lack of 
material. 

Among the prominent deaths to-day are Drs. 
J. O. G. Gorrell, a volunteer physician from 
Fort Wayne, and Tate, à colored volunteer from 
Cincinnati. 

The most prominent of the new cases are 
Father Mooney, of Nashville, who reached here 
Tuesday, Dr. L. H. Cheevis, of Savannah, and 
Marcus Jones, head of the Odd-Feilows’ tra- 
ternity in this city.

The, 
kidueys are greatly congested, the tubules be- 

ing filled with albuminous tube-casts, so as to 

utterly prevent arly secretion of the urine. At 

the base of the braiu the lesions are extensive, 

the centre or origin of the pueumogastric nerve 

being most affected.

by the ravages of the disease. The choroid 
viexus is congested, but’the centres of motion 
and sensation, and the parts in the floor of the 
fourth ventricle, are uvaffected. The heart is 
not affected, except in so far as that the ven- 
tricles are filled with biliverdine. The gali 
bladder is filled with a stringy substance in no 
respect resem dling bile, but on analysis exhib- 
iting, under Peter Kofer’s test, the presence of 
the biliary salts. There is great venous con- 
gestion throughout the whole organism. 

These constitute the most important pat ho- 
logical features made mavifest in the autopsies,

AN APPEAL. 

The funds of the Hebrew Hospitad Associa- 
tion are exhausted, and an appeal has been 16 
sued to their co-religionists chroumbout the 
United States for financial aid for the care of 
the orphans, sick and destitute. The Society 
has expended $10,000 thus far during the epi- 
demic, and, unless a response is made to this 
appeal, their labors must cease. Their condi- 
tion is a fair index to the condition of nearly all 
the Associations at work, and the future pre- 
sents a decidedly discouraging outlook for the 
widows and orphaus (who, moderately estimat- 
ed, will aggregate 5,000 souls) during the com- 
ing winter. Those who have survived in many 
fustances have been obliged to burn their beds. 
clothing, and other infected articles to such an 
extent that they have scarcely wearing apparel 
suflicient to cover their nakedoess, and 

NO PLACE TO SLEEP. 
This is not confined to negroes and the poor 
‘whites, but includes,many who, before the 
epidemic, were men in comparatively comforta- 
ble circumstances, but who have exoended their 
meansin providing for the nursing and burial 
of membersoi their families, and to-day are 
bankrupt. 

The Italians are in need. and to-day received 
$215 from their friends at New York and Louis- 
ville. They too will put forth an appeal to 
representatives of Italy in America for aid.

Mempuis, Tenn., Sept. 21.—It has cleared off 
bright and cool, and a more hopeful teeling 
prevails. For the past twentv-four hours end- 
ing at noou to-day sixty-four deaths have occur- 
red. Nineteen of these were reported this 
morning. The Howard Association are busily 
emploved furnishing transportation to many 
nurses.

G. Gorrel, a volunteer physician 
from Fort Wayne, Ind., died this morning. 
Thomas Bacon, Secrétary of Chickasaw Lodge. 
No. 8, I. O. O. F., and who has been ia charge 
of Flaherty & Sullivan's undertaker establish- 
ment, also died this forenoon. Richard Eviech, 
resident agent in this city of Joseph Schiitz’s 
Bewing Company, died last night six miles out 
in the country.

GOOD CONDUCT OF THE NEGROES. 
Memphis Appeul. 

In response to some alicgations publisned in 
the Washington Jost, retiecting severely upon 
the col ople of Memphis m connection 
with the pfevailing pestilence, we dispatched to 
that paper that the colored beople in Memphis 
in mass have been as loyal to duty as tue 
whices; that they had responded as quickly, @ 
poligemen, soldiers, and nurses, as the white 
people, and, with the exceotion of a few noisy 
oves who bad been suppressed by Capt. Brown’s 
(colored) Zouaves, had manifested a disposition 
peaceable and reassuring so far as the naain- 
tenance of law and order was concerned. 
We added that the white people ol 
Memphis appreciated and were proud 
of tneir colored  fellow-citizens. And 
we are. Whenever and wherever @they 
have been called upon they bave manifested a 
disposition that has won the admiration oi the 
members of the Howard Association, and of 
the Citizens’ Relief Committee. Indivutual ex- 
ceptions to thes rule there have been, but they 
were exceptions proving the rule. We repeat, 
the colored peuple have done well. Thrown out 
of employment by tue entire cessation of busi- 
ness, and leit witaout apy means oi living, they 
have mamiested a patince and a forbearance 
that is in remarkable contrast With the rivteus 
ciamors the wane peobie of the large trade 
centres would bave made under ike circum- 
stances. Looking back through the gioomy 
vista of the past five weeks, aud recalimwg ail 
we bave passed through, how bear to aparcliv 
we have been several times, we are thauktul 
buat the negroes, forming as they do, just bow, 
toe great bulk oi our pooulation, Lave Mapi- 
fested a patience wor hy of ail praise.

NEW ORLEANS. 
HAS SPENT ITS FORCE. 
Special Dievatch to The Tribune. 

New Oxveans, Sept. 21.—The death-rate to- 
day was less than yesterday, and the small num- 
ber of new cases reported indicate that the epi- 
emie bas spent its force in the city. Mach ap- 
prehension is felt for the suffering aad distitu- 
ion in the interior of the State, where the dis- 
ease

from village to village and from plantation to 
plantation. Physicians trom this city who have 
been combating the epidemic in. Mississippi and 
returned home, are hurried right off to points in 
the State where the disease has broken out in 
virulent form. On the Lagonda planta 
tion, where one of the proprietors died 
Tbursday, twenty-four are sick. This section 
has never known vellow fever before. Tie 
proprietors, Steel & Clark, were Northern men, 
from Ohio, who came here since the War, and 
theirs was the model sugar plantation oi Louis- 
jana. Eveo in the bad season of last year. 
when premature cold weather nipped the cane, 
they cleared over 40 per cent. on their invested 
capital. 

In Labudiville, twenty-eight deaths are re- 
ported to date. 

EVERY ONE IN A NATIVE, 

and all but three of Arcadian ancestry, families 
indigenous to the fever for six generations. 
The panie among people in the country is some- 
thing remarkable. Three young mechanics of 
Shreveport started down ina skiff to New Or- 
leans to teuder their serviees to tue Howards as 
nurses. At every pomt where they attempted 
to land, coming to and not going from an in- 
fectea point, men with shotguns came down 
and ordered them awav, so they were unable to 
replenish their supplies above Baton Rouge. 

Dr. Kibbee, who introduced the cold-water 
treatment of vellow-tever cases, is sick with the 
disease. He is 

UNDERGOING HIS OWN TREATMENT, 
and is doing well. 

Donalisonville, which refuses to quarantine, 
has the fever at last. Nearly all quarantine 
blaces have cases of fever.

THE INSECT THEORY. 
Coerespondence Luutise le Courter Journal. 

Mr. Stexcine, Ky., Sept. 16.—In 1854, in 
Canton, Miss., a geutemau went up-stairs to 
vpeu out a pile of woolen blankets thet had 
never been used. He came back compiainiug 
of a headache, and at once developed a severe 
case of yellow tever. Dr. Poindexter, who was 
the attending physician and who reported the 
strange phenomenon, says that on examining 
the room and blankets by the aid of a micro- 
scope he found the blankets alive with millions 
of little insects not visible to the naked eye. 
After this case, the fever rapidly developed in 
tne town. Mr. A. J. Freeman, cf Mt. Ster- 
ing, Ky., wis an eye-witness to the aboye 
occurrence, and is in every Way reliable. Mr. 
Freeman, who has lived many years in Missis- 
shypi, save toe gray-back mosquito is considered 
bv old inhabitants ag a certain forerunper of 
the yellow fever. Dr. James fhornsiey, of this 
city, Wao Was a post surzeon at Wilmington, 
N. C., m the year 1868, when the deaths were 
iorty a day, sas thousand of smali-winged 
insects couid be found under every little rag 
turned up in the gutters, . 

PECULIARITIBS OF THE PRESENT EPIDEMIC. 

Tue most remarkable feature of the epidemic 
now raving at the South is the visitation of a 
ore of small towns, never beretofore supposed 
to be im the slightest danger of such au afflic- 
tion. In large cities, waere portions at least of 
the pooulation are crowded in small tenements, 
and the decomposition of vast quantiuies of 
ga: bage and offal create malaria, the outbreak 
uf the pestijence is expected as a matter of 
course almost every year, and its coming excites 
litule surprise. Bat places scarcely to be found 
ou the map send out reports of the fever’s ray- 
ages this seasou. Tweuty cases have occurred. 
fur instance, at Dry Grove—a place about which 
nothing is kaown save that it is five miles {rom 
Terry, in the State of Mississippi; an it would 
probably puzzle most readers hereabouts to 
guess within a hundred miles of Terry’s geo- 
graphical situation. Stranger still than this 
is toe fact, reported Dy a physician in Canton, 
Miss., that ma district, extending twenty-five 
miles from that piace, there are unmistakable 
cases of yellow lever in families having no com- 
munication with the town or with other houses. 
Inis would seem to settle the fact that the poi- 
son of the disease is conveyed in the air, or that 
it may be geverated as readily at a detached 
farm bouse as im the iilthiest street of a crowd- 
ed city. 

THE ICB TREATMENT. 
E. J. Pitta in SArevevorst limes. 

Seeing in your last weekly issue the experi- 
ment of Dr. Choppio in the treatment of yel- 
iow fever by à free abolica ion of ice-water, in- 
duces me to give my individual experience of a 
somewhat sunilar treatment wheon l was most 
terribly stricken with that dreadfu! disease in 
Navisota, Tex., in the fall of 1867. I was at- 
tacked about midnight, but did not call a phys. 
cian (Dr. Jones) until next morning, and he 
oronoanced it yellow fever of the most malig- 
nant type, da did also other physicians whom he 
copsulied. fwas given a most active purga 
tive, which I think the principal ingredient was 
caiomel, and t quinine during the day in 
great quantities, but my fever did not 
abate in the least, but rather grew worse. The 
next day I was so reckless of life that I resolved 
to trv an experiment to Kill or cure; my main 
object was to relieve myself of pain. So I mred 
the waiter to bring a tub of cold water in my 
room aud put sufficient ice in it to make it al- 
most in the freeging state. I drank often of 
ice water, though little at a time, and swallowed 
pounded ice in lumps almost as large as my 
thumb; this threw the beat on the outwari 
surface, ithen wet my head and neck, and 
gradually got in the tub oll r and bathed 
my wuole body freely for five or ten minutes 


mediately got in bed and wrapped up warmly, 
and soon got in a proſuse perspiration and tell 
into a pleasant slamber which lasted four or five 
nours. When I awo«e | was entirely free from 
fever and from ail pain, and was entirely well in 
a tew days.

Wasninaton, D. C., Sept. 21.—The net re- 
guilt of Cohen’s agitation to-day was afew 
broken heads for the strikers. Some of the 
workers in the brick yards and on the streets 
joined the strike.

WasuincTon, D. C., Sept. 21.—A patent has 
recently been issued to Archibald Graham, ad- 
ministrator of William A. Graham, late of Lex- 
ington, Va., for methods of and apparatas for 
extinguishing fires, which covers all the fire-ax- 
unguishers, and perpetuates the monopoly in 
the manufacture of fire-extinguishers to a period 
of thirty years from the date of the first patent 
for the same. On the 23a of November, 1837, 
William A. Graham, of Lexington, Va., applied 
fora patent fora mode of extinguishing fires, 


but his application was rejected on the ground 


that his so-called invention was devoid of nov- 
elty or utility.

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RESUMPTION. 


THB WEST POSSIBLY TO DERIVE THE GREATEST 
BENEFIT—MR. SHERMAN TIRED OF PUBLIC 
LIFE. 

By Telegraph to the New York Tribune. 

Wasnisdrox, Sept. 18.—Mr. C. W. Moulton, 
of Cincinnati, brother-in-law of Secretary Sher- 
man, is in the city to-dav. In conversation he 
advanced the theory that the Western men who 
80 tenaciously oppose the resumption of specie- 
pavinents will, after all, be the greatest bene- 
ficiaries of the act after it goes into operation. 

“The moment.“ said Mr. Moulton, “that re- 
sumption is accomplished, and the premium on 
gold is wiped out, the system of paying actual 
gold to Custom-House officers will@bease. Im- 
porters will offer their checks for such pay- 
ments, and these checks, being certified by the 
banks in which the imoorters have deposits, 
will be received for duties. These checks will 
in turn de used by tue Assistant-Treasurers 
in making payments to the banks haying 
business with the Treasurv. The result, at 
once, is an expansion; for while these checks 
will be current in all business obligations in 
commercial communities, as well as aceepted by 
the United States, the gold will lie in the 
yaults of the Subd-Treasury, and not being 
needed in the East, will in time find its way to 
the West when it becomes necessary to move 
the crops.” 

Mr. Mouiton thinks that Secretary Sherman 
is growing tired ot public life. For nearly a 
quarter of a century he has held public posi- 
tious, during which time he has been constantly 
under a heavy strain. The Secretary, he says, 
is extremely anxious that his plan for resump- 
tion shall succeed, and were it not for the 
pride he takes in making it a success he wouid 
throw aside the burdens of public life at once, 
and spend the remainder of his days in such 
pursuits as would aflord bim more leisure, 
bring upon him less abuse, and give him the 
Opportunity to better enjoy life.

MRS. DALEY’S MUSCLE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 20.—This afternoon 
Mrs. Timothy Daley was roused from her after- 
noon nap by the presence of strange company 
in her bedroom. ‘Lhe visitor was a Russian 
sailor belonging to the crew of the Cimbria, 
lying at Cramp & Sons’ wharf. Mrs. Daly 
did not seem to recognize the visitor, 
aud, after vainly endeavoring to get 
some English out of the Russian, she 
seized him by the coat<ollar and seat of his 
pantaloens and huried him down stairs. Now. 
it so bappened that another Russian sailor was 
stationed at Mrs. Daley’s front door, and, see- 
ing his brother seaman come down stairs in 
such a peculiar and basty manner, he demanded 
an explanation. There was not much time for 
deliveration, however. Mrs. Daley having close- 
lv followed the foreign visitor, both the seamen 
bolted for the street, followed by the inturiated 
Mrs. Dalev. 

A crowd of men at a peighboring corner, 
noticing the extraordinary excitement, after a 
consultation with Mrs. Daley. rusbed in a body 
for the sailors. One of the Russians, however, 
who had taken less of the Yankee rum than bis 
neighbor, was soon out of reach. The other one 
proceeded down Front street, followed by a vol- 
ley ot brick-bats. At Richmond street the mob 
scized the sailor and whipped him in an unmer- 
ciful manner. The sailor was too drunk to offer 
resistance. Finally it was agreed to bring him 
before Mrs. Daley, to see whether it was he who 
intruded uvon her. While being conducted up 
Front street he was again struck several times 
in the face. This was protested against, and 
the mob divided, the tavern-keepers, whom the 
Russian sailors liberally patronized, siding with 
them. The fight lasted for about fifteen 
minutes. Front street, from Otter to Rich- 
mond. was crowded with men, women, and 
children. Finatiy the Russian was brought be- 
fore Mrs. Daley, bleeding profusely. On failirg 
to recognize him, he was released.

Wasurtneron, D. C., Sept. 21.—The editor of 
the Washington Sunday Kepublic defends Sccre- 
tary Sherman from attacks on account of the 
Greenback interview. The epubdlic will say: 

We stated with the approval of Mr. Sherman that 
but very slight difference existed ‘between Sher- 
man's policy and the views held by the originators 
of the greenback movement, chief amongst whom 
may be claesed Henry C. Carey, Pliny Freeman, 
and Wendell Phillips. This element of the Green- 
back party does pot favor wild inflation, net the 
issue of Government notes whose values must cer- 
tainly depreciate or be subject to ever-recurring 
fluctuations. On the contrary, it wishes to see es- 
tablished a sound and always reliable currency, 
and no more than sufficient for the needs of busi- 
ness: 

The Repubtic adds: 

We venture to make this further statement, that 
acareful examination will show nothing in Mr. 
Sherman's words as given in the Repudlic not con- 
sistent with his previous record. Whatever Mr. 
Sherman may have done, he cannot be accused of 
being inconsistent. On the contrary, the record of 
no other public man who has taken part in the dis- 
cussion of the financial question presents the same 
wh aaa of fixed opinions, unwaveringly pur- 
sued.

The whole thing was a ecandai- 
ous and outrageous fabrication. The change in 
the mode of paying out silver dol'ars was tue pre- 
text. but the real object, it seems to me, was sim- 
ply a desire by newspaper correspondents to create 
asensation. They have falsified and perverted an 
interview Lhad with a Hepublic editor here, but 
I think the correction has aiready been fuily made, 
or will be made clear witbin a day or two. 

Go on, therefore, with courage and hope. I hear 
good news from Ohio, although it is impossible to 
form adefinite opinion there.

BETRAYED AND MURDERED. 

New York, Sept. 20.—The staid inhabitants 
of Staten Island have been in a state of excite- 
ment since Sunday last, when the body of a girl 
was found buried in a pasture near Silver Lake, 
by boys tending cattle. The body bad been 
wrapped in sheets, then ina carpet, and after- 
wards jammed into a barrel, in a sitting posi- 
tiov, with the head between the knees, and the 
arms crossed on the breast. The sheets were 
saturated with chloride of lime. The physi- 
ciaus said the woman was pregnant, and 
been buried between three and four weeks, and 
believed the girl was a victim of malpractice. 

The mystery remained uvexplained till to- 
day, when George Hommell, a farmer of Sau- 
gerties, N. Y., and his pastor, the Rev. Lichten- 
berg, recognized the body as that of Hommell's 
daughter Annie. 

Lichtenberg said toa. Tribune reporter that 
seven years ago Hommell, with his wife and six 
children, emigrated to America from Wurtem- 
berg. Annie, who was a fine-looking girl, when 
14 years old, became a servant in the family of 
a wealthy Jew, a clothier, of Saugerties, and 
within a year the Jew and the girl have been 
suspected of too great intimacy. In December 
last Annie disappeared. Suspicion settled on 
her employer as the cause of her ruin and dis- 
appearance. He pretended to aid the search 
for her, and for that purpos® came to New York 
in March with the Rev. Lichtenberg, who says 
the Jew acted peculiarly. 

The Hommell family received several letters 
in a disguised hand, vurporting to explain 
Annie’s disappearance. One, bearing the post- 
mark Philadeiphia, Aug. 29, was s AX. 
D.,“ saying that Annie had been sick with 
dropsy. had lost her reason, and concluded: 1 
am sorry to tell you that your dear daughter, in 
spite of all my medical help, has gone to a bet- 
ter home. Her last words were: Dear mother, 
don’t forget your Annie.“ 

After this letter was received the Jew main- 
tained that Annie died of dropsy. The towus- 
people have distrusted him, and have refused to 
trade with him. 

When the New York papers reached Sauger- 
tics yesterday, stating that the body found was 
a fine-looking, weli-developed girl, 20 years old, 
with small hands and feet, perfect set of teeth, 
and jong biack hair, stating also the fact of se- 
duction, villagers hurried to the Rev. Lichtep- 
berg, who was attending a funeral, to declare 
their belief that the girl was the missing An- 
nie. 

The pastor and Hommel! took the first boat 
for New Vork, and arrived at the Poor-House, 
Staten Island, this aiternoon, half an hour after 
the girl was buried. Soon after the body was a 
second time disinterred, and the father, after a 
careful examination, said: That is the body of 
my daughter. Her mouth and teeth teil me ao; 
the color and length of her hair teil me so. 
Yes, she used to braid her hair like this (point- 
ing to a three-strand braid). 1 am sure my 
daughter lies there. I feel that it is she.“ 

The. Rev. Lichtenberg was equally confident 
that it was Annie Hommell. 

The girl’s former employer will be prosecuted. 
He bas a daughter living in Philadelphia, and it 
is supposed that the Philadeiphia letter was 
posted by her. 


A DESPERATE CHARACTER.

Prrrsnund, Pa., Sept. 21.—Sheriff Oytster 
and his Deputy, Wensel, this morning lodged in 
the Penitentiary two prisoners, convicted in 
Elk County of burglary, aud sentenced re- 
spectively to two years and two years and a 
half. Their names are Patrick Goodman and 
James Dailey, and they are desberadöes of the 
worst class. Goodman was arrested gome time 
ago, and sent to the County Jail tor stabbing a 
man. Ile broke out, and three months after 
was arrested and convicted of burglary. The 
two were kept in chains until yesterday, 
when they were taken out handcuffed, to be 
brought down to this city. Reaching Warren, 
Pa., the men were put in jail for saie-keeping 
until the train started. Between 8 and 9 last 
night, while taking them to the train, Daiicy 
slipped bis handcuffs and darted off. The Sher- 
iff clung to Goodman, and sent a bullet after 
Dailev. Hearing tne shot, Dailey looked around, 
and while doing so went bump against a tree, 
which checked him until Deputy Wensel caught 
up. Wensel, being a powerful man, buried 
Dailey tothe ground, and held him til) some 
men came to belp secure bim. The train, 
which was starting out by tbat time, was 
flagged, and the prisoners put on board. The 
cuffs were replaced on Dailey, who, meditating 
further deviltry at Irvington, asked for a drink. 
The Sheriff got it for him, and, when offering 
it. Dailey kicked the cup out of his hand with 
an oath, said he wanted beer. shouted to 
6 an to go with him and get it. and made 
a plunge for the car-door. The Sheriff was as 
quick as he and pushed the door to as Dailey 
tried to open it. Jct at the door 
was a stone-masou who bad step- 
ped in. The Sheriff knew he could 
not use his pvispol e to the lives of 
the passengers, and, jerkifig the masou's ham- 
mer from under bis arm, he began to beat 
Dailey’s head with the belve of it. He must 
have struck the fellow a dozen biows before he 
overpowered him, for the hammer-bandle, 
which is now at the Penitentiary, is completely 
shivered. This vigorous treatment soon settled 
the desperado, who Was again secured, and came 
the remainder of the distance without further 
trouble. He is now lying in the prison hospital 
in a critica: condition. 

The car was crowded with passengers, .and

Paris, Aug. 26.—Having conscientiously 
worked my way through a tnousand wonders 
of porcelain ana furniture, paintings, glass, 
bronzes, and much besides, I had almost 
fancied that the picturesque and artistic side of 
the British section was exhausted. I was about 
to grapple with such serious subjects as textile 
fabrics, machinery, and agricultural imple- 
ments (all equally abominable in the sight of 
my fair readers, I know), when a providential 
circumstance led me to a corner which, to my 
surprise, I had hitherto (so gigantic is this Ex- 
hibition) entirely negiccted. No soover did I 
see it than I threw looms and printing-presses 
to the winds; nor will any lady blame me for 80 
doing when she hears that the attraction 
which beguiled me from my graver duties 
was the exhibition of 

LACE AND FANCY WORK. 
Now, I put it to euch individual female con- 
science: Could the temptation be resisted? 

Lace bad played an important part in the un- 
doing of many a lady’s morality. Thrilling 
tales of fraud committed at custom-houses by 
gentle and innocent-looking creatures must be 
present in the minds of most of us. In the 
days when crinoline was still tolerated, the 
smuggling ot Honitoa or Valencienues was car- 
ried on to an alarming extent; and even when 
amore seusible fashion banished the hidcous 
old balloons to the lumber-room,—whence, 
pray beayen, they shall never more 
return to plague us,—it was the 
commonest thing in the world ta find 
lace-trim mings surreptitiously crossing 
the frontier, and evading the diligent search of 
Governnient-oflicials.

Next to Mr. Smith’s case one finds several 
simple but interesting specimens of Bucking- 
namshire lace, of the kiud called Pillow,” 
shown by Lady De Rothschild,—an unexpected 
sort of exhibitor. tier Ladyship, however, has 
bad no direct hand in the manufacture of the 
preity goods. Taey are the results of a recent 
revival in the local industry of the Ayles- 
burv district, due largely to the directing 
intluence of the Baroness and several of her 
nobvie friends. Amongst the articles displayed 
I may mention a magnificent fichu some three 
vards long, aud a pretty anti-macassar. The 
Buckinghamsaire lace is rather coarse compared 
to most sorts, but itis not expensive. Close at 
hand is another aristocratic exhibit. Her grace

has sent over a case full of lace, silks, and 
sat ins, which the curious in such matters should 
not omit to visit. A prominent place is given 
to the white embroidered satiu worn by ber 
Grace when she was presented at Court.

The Republican County Convention 
will probably not be held till the middle of 
next month, and, thaggh the Democrgts will 
have their County Convention on the 30th 
inst., and the Congressional nominations 
will all be made in the meantime, the cam- 
paign will not begin till the middle of Octo- 
ber, and the public will escape with some- 
thing like three weeks of the damnable 
iteration,” and not less damnable irritation, 
of an election period. 

As far as Congressmen are concerned, the 
outlook is favorable for the Republicans, 
It the Democrats of the three districts of 
which Chicago is the nucleus could have 
foreseen the result of the Maine election and 
the prostitution of their party to Ben Bur- 
LER in Massachusetts, it is probable 
that arrangements wonld have been 
made to have Congressional candidates 
nominated by the Greenbackers. But 
it 18 too late to follow the bent of Democ- 
racy in this respect, and they will have to 
depend upon the individual efforts of their 
regular candidates to pander to Fiatism and 
Communism. Their candidate in the First 
District (DooLiTTLEe) cau be depended upon 
to do his share of this truckling business; 
their prospective candidate in the Second 
District (Carter HIAnnisox) will scarcely be 
behind in this respect; and, though there is 
some talk of nominating Judge Tree in the 
Third District, it is more bkely that some- 
body like Juessen or Rosrnson will be taken 
up, who will vie with Doouirtve and Har- 
RISON iu demagogism. Trex might possibly 
have been nomtuated by the Democrats if 
there had been anybody among the North 
Side Democrats willing to incur the expense 
of seuding him a cable message. Senator 
Goupy had the message all written out, 
asking him if he would accept, but there 
was a unauimous backwarduess in coming 
forward with the funds to pay for it, and so 
the message was not sent. In the méantime 
the Nationals have put candidates into the 
field in all three dytricts, and the interests 
of their party will requiſb that their candi- 
dates be supported, even though there is not 
the ghost of a chance for their election; but 
this e reumstance will prevent the Demccratic 
candidates from gobbling the National vote. 

Only one Republican candidate has been 
nominated for Congress in the three Chicago 
districts, and the choice fell upon a man who 
will be able to promote barmony and secure 
the full Republican vote. In selecting Mr. 
HiraM Barper at the last, the Republicans 
of the ‘Third District averted all danger there 
wan of dissension in case either Mr. Brentano 
or Gen. Leake (who had done most to 
defeat Mr. Brentano) had been selected. 
In the Second District there are still 
a large number of candidates contending for 
the Republican nomination, which indicates 
a very general belief that Our Carrer” 
can be beaten this fall. Though it 1s impos- 
sible to téll which one of the Republican 
aspirants will be successful, the choice will 
fall upon one of three or four gentlemen who 
are all conceded to be excellent men. In the 
First D strict the two active candidates for 
the R publicau nomination are Messrs. 
Avtprica and Hawes, but a very determined 
movement has been inangurated in behalf of 
Mr. Cuanues H. RED (withont his personal 
co-operation), based upon the theory that he 
is the surest of all to beat the yonng Dem- 
ocratic demagogue who hopes to carry off 
the prize with the aid of Communist votes in 
the Sixth and Seventh Wards. 

As lar as connty nominations are con- 
cerned, Senator Goupy seems inclined to run 


with the single view of sending members of 
the Legislature favorable to his own election 
to the United States Senate. It is to be 
hoped that he will be permitted to trade 
to his heart’s content, for his bargaining will 
probably result in the nomination of a local 
ticket which'the Republicans can beat, and 
his own election as Senator is too improba- 
ble an event to éxcite any serious apprehen- 
sion. According to present indications in 
Maine, Massachusetts, and elsewhere, the 
Democratic party will have practically ceased 
to exist before the time for electing United 
States Senator shall come around, and the 
contest for that office will be between a Re- 
publican anda National. In that case Mr. 
Govupr will not rank as a member of the new 
party for Senatorial purposes, in spite 
of the encouragement he is now holid- 
ing out to the development of the 
Fiat doctrine. Te Republican party 
will not be called upon to nominate a local 
ticket till after Senator Govuvy shall have 
made up his slate, and hence will be in a 
position to take advantage of the weakness 
which the Democratic ticket is pretty likely 


to expore. 
It is becoming every day more and more 


evident, as we predicted some weeks since, 
that the struggle in this county will not be 
influenced by the Nationals to the same ex- 
tent as in most of the large cities. ‘The 
Nationals proper will run their own candi- 
dates for the purpose of maintaining their 
organization; the Communists will concen- 
trate their efforts mainly on electing two or 
three members of the Legislature; and there 
will be a square fight between the Repub- 
icans and Democrats for local and Congres- 
sional offices, with a decided advantage in 
favor of the party that shall place the 
grongest aud best men in the field. 


THE STENCH FACTORIES. 

The proprietors of several of the stench 
factories were convicted some months ago of 
maintaining public nuisances, The legal 
penalties are fine, and imprisonment, and 
the closing of the establishments by order 
of Court. After the convictions, sentence 
and further prosecution were suspended, — 
the convicted persons, and the others uader 
indictment, agreeing that they would, with- 
out delay, procure the machinery and appli- 
ances to render their business free from 
smell. Despite this leniency, some of 
these men have refused and neglected 
to abate the nuisance, and have 
persisted in carrying on their business 
as offensively as be’ore. Their conduct has 
been defiant and scandalous, and in a recent 
discussion they had the cool impudence to 
make the legal point that the penalties, to 
which they were subject under the ooh 
tions could not now be enforced, because it 
was the duty of the Court to impose them 
at the time of conviction. 

It must be understood, in order to compre- 
hend the full malignity of these men, that 
their business can be conducted without the 
least unpleasaut or unhealihy odor; all that 
is required is the introduction of certain me- 
chanical appliances and a faithful wse of them. 
This machinery is plain and simple, coating 
comparatively very little either to introduce 


or to operate. With this fact admitted aud 


matters on the Democratic side of the House 


established, the operation of any one of | 


these establishments to poison the air and 
carry discomfort and injury to the dwellings 
of the whole people, and especially to the 
sick and the suffering, is an act of wanton 
malice that merits the most rigorous execu- 
tion of the law. There is no apology or ex- 
tenuation to be urged in behalf of the men 
who thus trifle with the public health, and 
who have doubtless hastened if not produced 
thé deaths of countless persons in weak 
health, or suffering on beds of sickness. 
The threat that these men will close their 
establishments and move their business else- 
where should nerve the arm of justice rather 
than delay it. Men who, under the circum- 
stances, can, with comparatively little ex- 
pense, carry on their business without injury 
or offensiveness, and who persist in making 
that business a perpetual and poisonous 
stench, are not entitled to any public respect 
as social or commercial acquisitions. Chi- 
cago existed before they began to stink, and 
will exist long alter they have passed beyond 
the ability to stink. This city has survived 
many threats to move away and to carry 
capital to other places.” If the prosperity 
of Chicago depends on tolerating these 
stench factories, then its prosperity rests 
upon an insecure basis. 

The fact being determined that the 
business can be carried on without stenches, 
the question is limited to the narrow issue 
whether the proprietors shall be allowed to 
poison the air of the city or be prohibited 
from so doing. Any man who refuses to 
adopt the inexpensive means of avoiding all 
stenches, and wantonly disregards the pub- 
lic health aud convenience, should be made 
to feel the power of the law in clos- 
ing his establishment permanently, thus 
enabling him to move elsewhere and stink 
to his full satisfaction. Other men, having 
some regard for decency and for the health 
aud comfort of the community ggave no dif- 
ficulty in carrying on their busihess in an 
unobjectionable manner. Justice, which has 
been patient and enduring under great public 
and private wrong, should now admmivister the 
law promptly and efficiently against every 
man guilty of this crime agalust the public 
health and comfort. 


A NEW DEPARTURE IN JOURNALISM. 

Just how far personal jourvalism may be 
carried without objection, or without trench- 
ing upon the proprieties which society sets 
up for its protection, seems to have been 
discovered by the San Fraucisco /ost, which, 
in a recent issue, had an article three col- 
umus in length devoted to descriptions of 
‘Our Girls” in that city. Of course the 
descriptions were lovely, languishing, and 
ravishing, and the three columns comprised 
a story of linked sWeetness long drawn out. 
None of the red-headed, pug-nosed, or sal- 
low-faced girls guined admission into this 
roster of personal loveliness. It was a 
bouquet in which every flower was a ros, 
carnation, or Camellia in budding condition. 
A few examples will illustrate the whole 
remarkable galaxy:

Not only their fancies but 
their faculties turn in that direction every 
month in the year, as can be shown by the 
statistics of bouquets in the spring, carriage- 
hire in the summer, opera in the fall, and 
oysters in the winter. In these callow days of 
life, vergiug upon the marriageable age, young 
mon are without discrimination. To them 
a girl isa girl, and one girl is just like au- 
other girl, only more so. The first positive 
result of love is to throw a glamour over the 
beloved oue, just as a spider wraps his victim 
in a gauzy web before he swallows him. Be- 
hind this glamour a beautiful being and a per- 
fect fright appear alike to him. He rushes 
in, aud never discovers his mistake until the 
honeymoon wanes, Then he finds the being 
of his adoration is not all his fancy painted 
her; perhaps that she is homely, horrid, and 
human. This might be avoided by a care- 
fully-prepared catalogue of the imperfections 
as well as the perfections.

KILLING WOMEN. 
It has been remarked that crime is periodic 


and epidemic in its phases, and just now 
there seems to be a mania for killing 
women. Within the last few months Chi- 
cago has had two horrible cases of wife- 
mugler, for which the criminals are now 
awaiting their trial in jail; there was a third 
case, when a husband attempted to kill his 
wife, and, fortunately, succeeded in commit- 
ting suicide after he thought he had mur- 
dered the woman. Other cases are repo: ted 
from different parts of the country. In 
Indianapolis, a day or two ago, a dissipated 
fellow named Gveric killed a girl because 
she would not marry him, and wounded two 
of her female companions at the same time. 
After discharging all the chambers of his 
revolver, he turned the weapon on 
himself under the pretense that he 
intended to shoot himself also; it 
would have been more gratifying if 
he had thought of this before he exhausted 
his ammunition. In this case the murderer’s 
provocation was that the girl refused to 
marry him on account of his bad habits. It 
never occurred to him to reform, nor did he 
hit upon the idea that he might rid himself 
of his chagrin and disappointment by com- 
mitting suicide first, and letting the girl live 
for some more worthy man. A singular case 
of woman-murder is reported from Madison, 
Conn. A young girl named Mary Stannarp 
went from her home under the pretense of 
gathering berries, and was found afew hours 
after in a lonely part of the woods, with the 
jugular-vein cut, from which she bled 
to death. The murder was a profound mys- 
tery for a few days, when the murdered 
girl's half-sister revealed the fact that 
Mary had confided to her an intrigue 
and the belief that she was enceinte. The 
alleged paramour was a Rev. Mr. Haypen, a 
married man and a Methodist minister of 
the town. Since this revelation, a chain of 
circumstances has been unraveled which 
tends to fix the crime on Haypen, who is 
under arrest, One circumstance is a letter 
written by the deceased to her sister in- 
closing a letter to be delivered to Haypen in 
person; anotherJs the fact that Haypen had 
a few days before made some significant 
inguiries of a physician concerning certain 
conditions of pregnancy; a third is that 
blood-staius have been discovered on Hay- 
Dkx's pocket-knife, which was weapon enough 
to do tue deed. The theory of his guilt is 
that he killed the girl in order to avoid 
the exposure of his liaison with her. 
Sull another- case of §woman-murder 
is baffling detectives at Ballston, N. Y. A 
Mrs. Bruines was shot in her own home 
through the window, and the gun afterwards 
found in an old well near by. The husband 
came home as usual, and exhibited great 
grief at the sight that met his eyes; but 
there is evidence that his own daughter 
greeted him with the words: ‘**This is a 
pret'y time for you to fall at mammes feet, 


deed.” The husband is under arrest, and 
the trial is now going on. The theory of his 
guilt is that he desired to possess himself 
of his wife's property, and there is also 
another woman—a live woman—in the case. 
Killing women may not, as a matter of 
ethics or statute, be any more of a 
crime than killing men, but it im- 
presses people generally as more he- 
nious; it is certainly more brutal, for 
it ignores all the sentiment which has grown 
with civilization in favor of treating the 
gentler sex with special kindness, tender- 
ness, and consideration. The same jealousy 
or rage that might be set up in extenuation 
of the crime of killing a man will not be 
generally accepted by society when a woman 
is the victim, and greed or avarice takes on 
additional heinousness when it sacrifices the 
life of awoman. It is the same sentiment 
which renders peculiarly horrible such acci- 
dents as the burning of the South American 
Catholic church a year or so ago, or the more 
recent sinking of an excursion steamer in 
the Thames, when the victims were mainly 
women and chldren. The comparative 
helplessness of womanhood or childhood 
arouses the sympathies in a higher degrge in 
all cases of violent death, and woman-kiiling 
ought to be rarer among the American peo- 

le than among any other on the face of the 
earth. 


THE NEW HAVEN HOLY WAR, 
The old battle of Bible or no Bible in the 


public schools has been fought once more, 
this time at New Haven, in the land of 
steady habits, and the Bible party hagvome 
out victorious, singularly enough, however. 
through a congession to the Catholics, which 
muy yet lead to a renewal of the contest, 

The preliminaries of the struggle are more 
than ordinarily interesting, because it was 
fought under the shadow of Yale College. 
the Professors and fmends of which were 
actively engaged in the tight. The first shot 
was fired in December last when the Board 
of Education passed a resolution dispensing 
with the reading of the Bible and other re- 
ligious exercises in the schools. There was 
at once a turmoil and uproar.’ Five 
thousand of the taxpayers signed a protes 
against the reselntion and sent im a petition 
to the Board asking for the restoration of 
the old rules. This was followed by a protes 
against the restoration signed by 3,000 tax- 
payers. Meanwhile, the faculty, clergy, 
students, and others who are identified with 
Yale College, as well as the religious public 
in general, began to take sides, pro and con. 
Among those who were opposed to tne 
restoration of the Bible were Prof. Waytanp, 
son of that stanch old war-horse of Calvin- 
Francis Wayianpd, ex-President oi 
Brown University; Prof. Sumyer, who fo 
the nonce dropped his financial and po itico- 
economical hobbies to enlist in the holy cru- 
sade; and Prof. WII. On the other 
hand, Prof. Ropinson, at one time an Egisco- 
palian aud now a Roman Catholic, favored 
che restoration of the Bible. 

When the election of three new members 
of the Board occurred a few days since, the

campaign. It was simply whether the Board 
should be sustained in its action, and the 
party electing the three would have control. 
The election resulted in the choice of three 
candidates who were in favor of the restora- 
tion of the Bible by nearly 8,000 majority. 
Of the three old members whose terms have 
not expired, two are in favor of the restora- 
tion, so that the Bible majority in the Board 
stands five to one. Since the election, how-

bie for the suspicion, Therd was a parochial 
school in the city, connected with St. Pat- 
rick's Church, under the charge of the Sis- 
ters of Mercy, which containgd about 600 
children. Some time since the Board of 
Education, assumed the expenses of this 
school npon the condition that it should be 
under the management of the Board. The 
Sisters accepted the condition, and every, 
thing went on smoothly until last summer. 
At that time a new school building was con- 
structed, aud the Board ordered the parochial 
pupils to be transferred to it under the 
charge of a male Principal. The Sisters, 
however, refused to serve under the Princi- 
pal, and, as the Board would not recede 
from its resolution, the expense of the school 
was thrown back upon St. Patrick's Church. 
It is now freely asserted that the result of 
the recent election is due to a bargain be- 
tween the Bible readers and the Cat holioa, 
the former agreeing to assume the expenses 
of the school and the latter to vote for the 
restoration of the Bible reading. 

This being the condition of affairs, it will 
readily be seen that the contest is not yet 
over, and that another battle will have to be 
fought upon the question of dividing the 
schooi fund. There cannot be any doubt as 
to its issue. As between secular schools and 
sectarian schools, supported at public ex- 
pense, the majority of the public will favor 
the former, so that any arrangement made 
between the Catholics and the Bible readers 
will only be temporary, to say the least. As 
the matter stands now, the Bible will be read 
in the public schools, the Board of Educa- 
tion will support the Sisters of Mercy school, 
and the city will have an empty school-hduse 
on its hands. As the result of the bargain, 
however, it will probably eventuate that the 
Bible will continue to be readin the schools, 
and the people will refuse to pay the ex- 
penses of any sectarian school. Meanwhile, 
Yale College ought to bring its intellect to 
bear upon the question whether reading the 
Bible in the public schools makes or does not 
make them sectarian. It is getting to be 
about as ambiguous a question as whether 
beer will intoxicate. 


THE ESSENES. 

The new volume of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica contains a brief and inadequate 
article on the Essenes, The Essenes were 
an ancient Jewish sect, whose history and 
creed have long been a study for scholars. 
The Catholic Church teaches that the 
Essenes were identical with the early Chris- 
tians, and Dz Quincey gives reasons for be- 
lieving that this isso. The Encyclope.tia 
does not even refer to these doctrines and 
speculations. Its main, if not only, authori- 
ty is Josepuus, and his statements are ac- 
cepted as true. Joszrnus, by his own ac- 
count, had only been admitted as a proba- 
tioner to the order, and could not know 
everything about its inner workings. The 
Essenes were divided into four orders. The 
distinctions between members of different 
orders were rigidly reserved. It was con- 
sidered a defilement for a member of a su- 
perior order to touch a member of a 
lower order. JoserpHus as a probationer 
might well have been in complete ignorance 
of the esoteric teachings and philosophy cf 
his more advanced brethren. This is the 
theory that De Quincey advances. He 
maintains it, moreover, with much in- 
genuity. We propose to state as briefly as 
possible his conception of the Order of 
Essenes, so that any readers who desire to 
supplement or correct the article in the En- 
cyclopedia may have the means of doing so. 

De Quixcey’s reasons for believing that 
the Essenes were the early Christians are 
that they practiced the doctrines of CAR; 
hat there is no mention of the sect in the 
New Testament, as there undoubtedly would 
have been if they had existed as an inde- 
pendent body in the time of CuHrisT; 
that they ai uo conceivable mo- 
tive for secrecy except to escape 
persecution; andthat they would not have 
been persecuted for simple eccentricities of 
faith if they had not believed ou Cuntsr. 
Some of the resemblances existing between 
the faith of the Essenes and that of the 
Christians are striking. For proof of them 
we go directly to Joszrnos himself, who, 
however ignorant he may have been of the 
secret purposes of the organization, must 
have known what its outward conduct and 
principles of ac ion were. JOSEPHUS says 
Wars of the Jews,” Book II., Chap. ‘viii. ) : 

These Essenes reject pieasures ag an evil, but 
estcem coutinence and the conquest over our pas- 
sions to be virtue They do not .bselute- 
iy deny tne fiiness of murriage and the succession 
of mankind thereby continued, but they ynard 
against the lascivious bevavior of Women, and are 
persuaded that none of them preserve their fidelity 
to one man. [This is Jost: Puus’ own slanderous 
interpretation of the reasons for their conduct. 
Kisewhere he saows that the Essenes did marry in 
many cases. These men are Gespisers 
of riches. Nor is there any one tu ve found among 
them who hath more tham another: for it is a 
law among them that those who come 
to them must let what they have 
be common to the whole order. . . They think 
that oil is a defiiement. . . . Thev tnink it 
is a youd thing to be clothed in white garmests. 
‘They also have stewaras appointed to take care of 
their common ailairs. . . . They have uo certain 
city, out many of them dwell in every city. . 
‘They carry nothing with them when they travel 
uno remote ports. Nor ao ne ailow voi the 
chanve of garments or of snoes u they be first 
entirely torn to pieces, or worn out by time. ‘ 
Nor do tuacy either ouy or sell anvithingto one an- 
other; but every one of them gives Wuat he oath 
to him that wanteth it, and receives from him 
again in hea of it what may be convenient for 
hi.oself, And as for their piety toward God 
itis very extraoroinary : for vefore sun-rising they 
speak nut a word avout profane matters, but put 
up certain prayers whieh they bave received from 
their forefathers, as if they made a supplication 
for its rising. „Nor is there ever any 
clamor or d.sturbance to pollute their house, Sas 
they give every one leave to speak in turn: which 
silence thus kept appears to iorcivnere line some 
tre nenuous mystery, tue cause of which ia that 
perpetual sovricty they exerc se, 8 Only 
these two things are done among them at every 
ones own free will, whica are to assist 
those that want ft, and to show mercy.

Josepuvus says, ministers of peace”; they 
wore plain garments; they were equal one 
with another. But much more did they re- 
semble Disc'ples of Curist. The points of 
coincidence between them and CuRist’s 
Disciples are indeed too many to mention, 
The parallel, if carried far enough, amounts 
fairly to identity. Dr Quixcer dwells at 
length on many of these resemblances ; but 
we have space only to notice a few of them. 
In the first place, they had a common 
purse, like that carried by the Apostles. 
Again, they observed the commandment 
of Cuntst: “Carry neither purse, nor scrip, 
nor shoes.” It was their wont to meet be- 
fore day and sing a hymn, which, Pury 
says, was the practice of the early Christians. 
„They neglected marriage, which was the 
bent of Sr. Paus, and many other of the 
Apostles and early Disciples. They were 
‘‘eminent for fidelity,” aud ‘ministers of 
peace,” thus observing the beatitude, Bless- 
ed are the peacemakers.” They avoided 
swearing, esteeming it worse than perjury, 
and remembering Onnist’s injunction, 
‘‘Swear not at all: neither by Heaven, for it 
is Gop's throne; nor by the earth, for it is 
His footstool,” ete. ‘They ever showed 
fidelity to those in authority,” be- 
cause the remembered CAntsr's say- 
ing, **Render uato Can the things 
that are Cazsar's.” They wore white 
robes, like the candidates for baptism ; 
they were frugal and temperate, silent and 
grave, as the followers of Jesus were many 
times encouraged to be. 

It is inconceivable that such a sect could 
have existed at the time of Curist and not 


been mentioned in the New Testament. If, 


it had existed independently it would have 
gone far to prove that the advent of Cnuntsr 
was unnecessary. As Dz Quivory forcibly 
says: Is it for one moment to be credited 
that a body of men. so truly spiritual in the 
eternals of their creed, whatever might be 
the temporals of their practice, should 
have won ‘no word of praise from Cuntsr? 
. . « Or, if that had been supposable, 
can we believe that CRHutsr's enemies, so 
eager, as they proved themselves, to turn 
even the Baptist into a handle of reproach 
against the new Teacher, would have lost 
the overwhelming argument derived from 
the Essenes? ‘A new command I give unto 
you.’ ‘Not at all,’ they would have re- 
torted; ‘not at allnew. Everything spirit- 
ual in your ethics has been anticipated by 
the Essenes.’” Next in importance to the 
argument from this source is the one that 
the Essenes had a motive for secrecy if they 
were Christians, and never at all if they 
were not Christians. Similarly, it is shown 
that if Josxrnts hne all about the Order, 
he violated a solemn oath in telling, and, if 
he violated no oath, he knew nothing 
about its teachings. De Quvuincey’s great 
conclusion is: If the Essenes were not the 
early Christians in disguise, then was Chris- 
tianity as a knowledge taught independently 
of CHRIST; nay, in opposition to CHRIST ; 
nay, if we accept the hyperbolical fairy-tale 
of PIIxx, positively 2,000 years before the 
era of CHRIST. Grant the affirmative of our 
proposition, and Christianity here, as forever, 
justifies herself. Take the negative alterna- 
tive,—suppose the Essenes a distinct body 
from the primitive Christians of Palestine, — 
and you havea deadlier wound offered to 
Christian faith than the whole army of infi- 
dels ever attempted.” We do not say all 
this; but we do say that De Qurincry’s argu- 
ment has been sustained by a weight of 
reasoning which entitles it to the respectful 
consiq; ration of all thoughtful men. 


A case has occurred in New York not dis- 
similar from the one which a few days ago 
caused such a sensation iu this city. A clerk 
in the wholesale importing house of E. 8. 
Jarrray & Co. has been arrested for robbing 
his employer i $60,000. The amount, it is 
true, happens to exceed that which Matson 
& Co, of this.city, claim to have lost through

The original copy of that unprecedented hum- 
bug, the Mormon Bible, is still extant, and in 
the hauds of Davip Wartmgse, of Richmond, 
Mo. Not long ago two pramivent elders in the 
Mormon Church from Salt Lake, Orson Pratt 
and J. F. Smivra, went to Richmond to try aad 
induce Mr. WHITMER to part withthe sacred 
manuscript, to deposit in the archives of the 
Crurch, but the visit was not crowned with suc- 
cess.

The first gun of the Congressional campaign 
in the T bird District was fired last evening, to 
use @ figurative expression which was once 
novel but is bow somewhat antiquated, although 
it hasn’t lost ali its meaning even now. The 
firing took place in the Town of Lake View, at 
a point in that township which was about as far 
off as the Lake View Republican Club could get 
it without uoduly exerting themselves to go 
war beyond the jumping-off place. To be more 
definite, the meeting was held at the corner of 
Belmont avenue and Grecn Bay road. There 
waste very good attendance, however. made up 
in no ma part by arrivals from the city, par- 
ticularly from the Fifteenth Ward, and the pro- 
ecedings were productive of a good deal of en- 
thusiasm, the stirring speech of the Congres- 
sional candidate receiving special atteutiou and 
eliciting warm applause. , 

The meeting was calied to order by the tem- 
porary Chairman, Mr. Edgar Sanders, and the 
first business transacted consisted in the elec- 
tion of the following permanent organization: 
President, Edward Sanders; Vice Presidents, 
Robert Clark, J. W. Bradley, J. N. Hills, Nie 
Mann; Secretary, J. J. Wilson; Assistant See- 
retary, David @arkland, 

Mr. Hiram Barber. Jr., the Republican candi- 
date for Congress, was first called upon. He 
was well received,"and spoke at some length, 
starting out by strongly expressing his idea of 
the great importance of tue contest before him. 
There were two great issues before the coun- 
try at this time.—one the question of the, 
control ol the National Government and the 
political supremacy ol the country, and the 
other the financial question. He regarded the 
first of these questions as of extreme impor— 
tance. It was not a question of a week., a month, 
ora ‘ear, but a lasting question that miyvht en- 
dure for generations to come. The financial 
question, while of very great importance, was, 
in bis jJuagment, to some extent involved iu the 
main issue,—the political supremacy of the 
country. It was not to to be disguised that the 
attitude of the South was one not entirelv sat- 
istagcory to the people of the Nortn. 
Trac, the Union had been restored. The 

South, as far as the functions of State Govern- 
ments were concerned, was reincorporated into 
the Union,—into the enjoyment of all its old 
privileges and advantages. Of that the people 
at tue North had no righttocompia’n. They 
desired that when they set out to repress the 
Rebeilion. The War could only be jusitfied on 
the ground of necessity. Every patriotie man 
felt that there was not room on this conti@nt 
for more than one flag. [Applause.] Loyal 


was a unit. one and indissoluble: to these the 
separation of the Southern States was but the 
relude to along and lingering stri.e. of which 
10 manor no body of men could foresee the 


end. 

The South was now, in political action, sub- 
stantially a unit, ready to grasp the reins of 
power, and control tne Government. Such a 
vesuit was om natural. Charges in human 
yentimencs and conditions Were so slow and im- 
perceptible that one could mark them oniy by 
rontrasting the conditions which were separated 
oy tne long lapse of ages. The peoole of the 
South were taught to believe in slavery apd in 
the oractical suppression oj free speech on that 


were seeu in their sentimeuts and Convictions to- 
dav. It had been seen of late with wat perfect 
unanimity of sentiment tbey could act on all 
great Questions oi the day. It was seen in the 
Presidential contest, and the Repubhcan party 
had put its foot on the Tilden revolution joom- 
ing up in Februarv lest. [Applause.} Tue 
sweaker did not believe the Southern people 
toutempiated another eflort to dissolve the 
Union.- In fact, he thought they had seen about 
ali the blue flannel tuey cared to for generations 
to come. [Laughter and applause.} But he 
did believe they had come back to stay, and not 
dulv that, but to rule, as pérhaos the people at 
the North would do uuder like .circumstances. 
The War was the broadest kind of evidence on 
the part of the South of theimportance of the 
idea in their minds of controlling the Govern- 


ment. 

Irue, Mr. Tilden, iQ a guarded, quiet, man- 
ber, undertook to make people believe that the 
Southero claims could never be paid with his 
assent, but nobody puta great deal of faith in 
bis declaration on that poipt, and the Repub- 
licans proclaimed that be was insincere, and 
that an effort would be made sooner or later 
by the Democratic party to indemnify the 
South for its losses in the War. An evormous 
amount of claims had been introduced into 
Congress since @en, for all sorts of 
damages occasioned by the War—enough to 
swamp the Treasury, and reduce the Govern- 
ment to hopeless bankruptcy apd ruin. The 
Southern politicians, in fact, were boldly pro- 

mg their intention to have redress at the 
Treasury for these losses. It was but natural 
lor tbem to think as they did, because of their 
early education. But who was to be heard in 
Congress on this question,—the people of the 
South, or those of the North, representing the 
„wealth and patriotism of the country that car- 
ried it through the Rebellion? The Repub 
lican party did not intend to pay for 
the legitimate consequences of the War, and it 
coula prevent such a calamity in only ope way 
by maintaining its ascendeucy. This was vo 
easy task. tead of being properly repre- 
sented on the floor of the House, the 4,000,0)0 
of colored people to-day, with hardly an excep- 
tion, were represented by their former owners. 
Tue remedy would come in time, but it would 
be only in a future change of sentiments by 
which the rights of the colored face would be 
respected.

It demands a reduction of the hours of 
labor; à proper ventilation of mines, fac- 
tories, and tenement houses; the establish- 
» ment of Bureaus of Labor Statistics 
the abolition of convict labor; the abo- 
lition of child labor; the compulsory 


education of all children under 14 years, the 
books, etc., to be furntshed by the Government; 
the abolition of the truck ' system, whereby 
goods are exchanged for labor; the abolition of 
the national-bank system, and the running of 
all savings banks by the Government. 

Alter the various planks had been read in 
English by Mr. Morgan, Frank Hirt was elect- 
ed to translate the same into German, and Mr. 
Belohradsky into Bohemian. This plan was 
tried, but Would not work, and a committee to 
translate the document into the various lan- 
guages was appointed. The differeut sections 
sent in their nominations for the different 
ollices to be tilled. 

A motion hy Mr. Gottschalk that ali candi- 
dates be subject in all their official actions, if 
elected, to the contro! of the Main Section, and 
‘that they resign if requested to do so by a two- 


thirds vote of the Section, was adopted. The 
Congressional nominations were then pro- 
ceeded with.

In the Third District, Sibley. Morgan, and A.

Senatorial pominations were then gone into.

The ‘third Ward Republican Club held a well- 
attended meeting last evening at its rooms on 
the corner of Wabash avenue ang Twenty-sec- 
ond street, the president, J. R. Custer, being in 
me chair.

That speech ought not to go uman- 
swered. He was of the opinion that the Hon. 
B. C. Cook could successiullv reply to it, and 
he moved that the Chairman, in conjunction 
with the Executive Committee, be requested to 
invite Mr. Look to answer Mr. Guudy’s speech, 
at some time and place to be fixed by him, the 
Club paving all expenscs of hall, ete. The mo- 
tion was unadimous!y carried. 

Tte Chairman appointed Messrs. Ira Buell, 
George Bass, R. H. White, John M. Clarke, J.

He was 
astonished to see and hear Mormon women 
pleading in favor ofpolygamy, and to hear that 
they almost always voted as dic their husbands. 
He had always been in favor of women Voting, 


but his experience m connection with 
the Utah investigation almost made 
him waver in dis belief. In regard 


to the Indian Territory, he was in favor of the 
Governmeut keeping its promises implicitly. 
and allowing the tribes to sta, there until they 
wanted to move. Mr. Aldrich theu indulged in 
some references in regard to his efforts for the 
establishment of a Mint here, and iu regard to 
his work in favor of silver remontization. Ex- 
tracts from his ‘speeches in Congress were aiso 
read. He believed that the compromise ef 
fected by the passage of the Silver bill took the 
wind out of the saila of the fanatics—men in 
desperate circumstances—who were trying to 
urge wild financial schemes in Congress. 

Remarks were aiso made by Coleman, of the 
second Ward, candidate for County Commis- 
sioner, aud by others, aud the meeting then ad- 
journed at a late hour. —

The Parliamentary Elections — Probable 
Members cf the Next Cabinet—The Mac- 
kenzie Ministry to Kesign Soon,

OTTAWA, Sept. 21.—The Premier is absolutely 
paralyzed by the result of the elections. He 
anticipatea being elected by at least 500 for 
— and counted op a majority of 12 
in Ontario, and majorities everywhere except in 
Quebec, —conceding that Province by 5 to 
the Opposition. 

Most of ihe following gentlemen will be found 
holding portiolios in the next Administration: 
Sir John Macdonald, the Hon. Mr. Lilley, tue

AMERICAN EXHIBIT AT THE PARIS EXPOSITION. 
Prom the Timea. 

Perhaps, however, the most important display 
in this department, all things considered, is that 
of the Waltham Watch Company, their first in the 
European exhibitions. The readers of the Times’ 
reports of the Philadelphia Exhibition wil! not 
need to be informed of the admirable machinery 
by wuich the works of the Waltham watches are 
produced, or their singular exactitade, which en- 
ables any part of a watch to be replaced by the cor- 
responding piece of any other watch of the same 
grade. In this mechanical production of machines, 
America has long led the world, and the mechan- 
ism by which the English army rifle is still pro- 
duced is with immaterial modifications a contribu- 
tion from the American armories. But in the 
Waltham works science has been brought to the 
aid of native ingenuity to sucn a degree that even 
since the Philadelphia Exhibition the fabrication 
of watches bas gone through a large are of another 
revolution. What was begun by applying such 
machines that their work was beyond competition 
on anything like equa! terms from any hand-work 
is continued by the construction of the 


‘most essential parts of a watch on a new prin- 


ciple, which permits an approach to perfection un- 
attamabie by the old mechanism. however pro- 
duced. Every one knows that the great difficuity 
in making chronometers hus been the compensa- 
tion for the effects of expansion and contraction 
due to change of temperature, but what is less well 
known ie that this difficulty is due less to tne bal- 
ance, which, by ts construction with a bi-seg- 
mental rim (of brass and steel), may be perfectly 
corrected, than to the expansion of the balance or 
hair-spring, which, being immensely longer, 
Causes five times the error caused by toe expansion 
or contraction valance wheel alone. The two 
pieces must be consjdered as one, and the compen- 
sation effected im the wheel or rim must answer 
for the spring as well as for itself. The theoretical 
and :usuperable dificalty in this compensation bas 
aiways been tnat the error caused by the expansion 
and contraction of the spring was im a diferent 
ratio from that of the correcting expansion or con- 
traction wheel, and the two quantities mey be com- 
pared to curves with two radn, which could be 
brought together at two points, but not to coincide 
througaout, 60 that, uf the compensation at te ex- 
tremes Of temperature is correct, the mean must 
be in error, and vice verses. 

The old compensation was, speaking broadly. in 
brazing a band of brass on one of steel, a process 
both theoretically and mechanically erroneons, 
since the Contraction and expansion can only vo on 
with a certain tendency to disrupture of the ele- 
ments and consequent ineyuality of the action. 
‘The new balance proceeds on an entirely different 
arrangement of the compensating metals. The 
rim, of plain steel, is cut nearly through at the 
fixed extremities of the semi-circies by several saw 
tooth-shaped notches, the number determined by 
experiment, aud the brass is forced into these 
notches. The compensating weights are then put 
on at the other extremities of the semi-circies in- 
stead of oeing distributed along them empirically, 
and it is found possiole in this arrangement so to 
distrioute the compensation and compensating 
weights as to give at will. a compensation for the 
mean temperature, either in excess of or less than 
the extremes, and. of course, to give a compensa- 
tion Which shall coincide throughout, which makes 
1. theoretically possible to give absolute compen- 


sation for all temperatures at once. It 
is difficult to make thie clear without dia 
grame showing tbe exact curves attained 


by experiment; but the nature of the result 
will be appreciated by tnose who know the mechan- 
ism of the oaiance. It 18 simply the theoret.ca) 
elimination of all error from the compensated 
balance so far as temperature is concerned. 
Practically and mechanically there will always be 
some, due to tne inacrent imperfection of human 
workmanship; butit is believed that the mean 
error, and equally the manual adjustment required 
will be reduced to one-third of that actually ob- 
ta.ning under the old form of balance. But to 
illustrate how involved are the various improve- 
ments in mechanism it may be noted that the 
delicacy of construction of the new balance would 
only have been possible with the mechanism in- 
troduced by the Waitham Company, the precision 
of which may be judged from that of the mi- 
crometer last produced and shown at Paris, whith 
measures the twenty-five-thousandth part of an 
inch, andeven indicates that so largely that it 
might oe divided under a lens readily into hundred- 
thousandths.

RAPE AND MURDER. 


An Unknown Woman. 

It was stated in a paragraph in yesterday's paper 
that, at 7:55 b. m. Fridey, an outgoing train on 
the Lake Shore Road struck a woman at Twenty- 
sixth and Clark streets, kiliing her instantly. 
The body was taken wo the Morgue, 
and, as the story killed by a rail- 
road train” was not an unusual one, no 
particular attention was paid tothe corpse, Yes- 
terday morning it was sent to Undertaker George 
Elton. at No. 4 4 State street, to be made ready 
for burial. and be had no sooner begun his prep- 
arations than he made a discovery which startied 
him—the piainest kind of evidence that there had 
been a murder, and that the victim had 
been ravished. Her undergarments were torn, 
and there were marks of fingers on her person, 
which indicated that force alone compelled her to 
submit. Besides these, there were biue marks on 
her neck, and a contusion on the back of her head, 
the latter caused by a coupling-pin, or siupg<Su0t, 
or, may be, a fall. : 

Mr. Elton at once notified Assistant-Sunt. Dixon 
of the matter, and the police authorities went 
to work immediately to search forthe murderers, 
satisfied that the highest crime had been commit 
ted. A glance at the body and the clothing showed 
conclusively thatthe woman had not been struck 
by a locomotive. All her garments except One 
were intact. One of her shoes, however, was 
slightly torn at the heel, but this is accounted for. 

From inquires in the neighborovod it seems 
that as soon as the train passed two men, who were 
atthe 'wenty-sixth crossing, cried out toa tady 
near them, Why didn’t you save that woman?“ 
She looked, and saw underneath a freigot car 
about fifteen feet from the main track a woman 
lying on the ground. She screamed, and several 
people came up. The two men waiked away, and 
have not since been seen. They are believed to 
be the outtagers of the woman and ner murderers. 

Who ehe is bas not yet been learned. She was 
about 30 vears of age, 5 teet 3 incoes in height, 
had jong, heavy light-vrows or chestnut hair. was 
of fair complexion, and had little nands, as soft as 
satin, and little feet, with nigh instep. She loosed 
like an irish-American. The oniy thing 
found on her was a smail pocketbook, 
which contained six silver half dollars. She 
wae very neat in ber dress, wearing exceptionally 
good underciothing, a Olacx Dasket-cloth dress, a 
long black cloth cloak, straw hat, with black silk 
band and steel buckie, and laced shoes. 

Ehe latter bore traces of having passed over the 
baliast between the rails, Bs the toes Were waite 
and portions of tue ** ruobed. ” 
And the tear. on 
shoe is counted 
that, while being dragged, her foot struck 4 splin- 
tered rail, one being about opposite where the 
body was found. 

tiow far sbe was dragged, however, or where 
the men assauited her, cannot even be guessed at. 
There is po donot thai they pat her under the 
freight car and waited for the train 
to come along in order to cover up their 
villainy and give them an opoortunity to escape. 
No cries Were beara in the veighoorheod, but Mr. 
Eton explains tu.s salistactorily,—nol, bowever, in 
away which can ve pubiished. 

These facts were not obtained until early this 
morning, the detectives being very silent as 
usual, in accordance Wiln the ubsurd 
idea that if anything were saad 
the case would de spwiied. Dixon and 
Scott, both good men, have the matter in hand, 
and they spend aalf the night in the neighoorhvood 
vf Twenty-eixth and Clark streets, looking for 
clues, As far as can be learned, nothing has yet 
developed to show the identity of the two men, 
aud, under the circumstances, it is questionable if 
tue y are ever caught. 

A post-mortem examination wiil be made by Dr. 
Geiger to-day, and an inquest heid Monday. 

luquiries at the [twenty-second Station resulted 
in but little good. Lieut. Bontield saw the body at 
the Morgue yesterday morning, aud saw a man who 
ciaimed to have seen the woman walking down the 
track only a short ume before the outgoing New 
Lork train came along. The Morgue-keever had 
told hum that his mother had examined the 
body, and had found nothing of what was 
afterwards said to have been found upon 
the Woman's person. lle had found no clew as to 
her identity. The body was found while yet 
alive by some citizens residing near the 
Twenty-sixth street crossing; they noti- 
fied Officer Andrew Barrett. who removed 
her toa saloon close by, where she was laid out 
upon a couple of tables. Dr. Van Duser was sent 
for, but before he arrived the woman died. 
She was utterly unconscious until death, 
and appeared. to sufler considerably. At 
that time there seemed Lo question 
that tg woman had been run aown while waiking 
along Twenty-sixth street. Sne was found a few 
feet to one side of the track; one shoe was ripped 
and torn as if ene had been struck there oy the 

yw-catcher of the locomotive. There was a iump 
and slight cut on the vacx of the head, and a 
bruise just back of the right temple. 

Deputy-Supt. Dixon and Detective Scott 
viewed tne body last evening, and, although 
neither of those worthies couid be found after 
leaving Central Station, it is said that they 
were of the opimon that the woman 
had been raped, and left unconscious upon 
the railroad track, and that by some 
peculiar fortune had deen tarown off the 
track by the cow-catcher instead of being ran 
down and mangied, as would happen in oerbaps 
nine cases out of ten. ‘The affair will certainly 
admit of considerable investigation. The locality 
about Twenfy-sixto street and the track does not 
bear a very good reputation, and the mystery as 
to the woman's identity is to say tbe least sus- 
picious. 


MARWOOD, EXECUTIONER. 


The Successor of Calcraft in Administering 
the Last Offices of the Law to British 
Criminals, 

About Marwood, the successor to Calcraft, 
—Caicraft’s real name, bv-the-way, is Thom- 
son,—a sulliciently absurd story has been going 
the rounds of the American press to the effect 
that he received a salary of 4500 a year as ere- 
cutioner to the City of London, besides fees 01 
from £50 to £100 a case whenever his sery- 
ices were in requisition in the provinces. Some- 
thing about the man, therefore, may be im 
order, together with some of his views on the 
subject of hanging. These latter may be com- 
mended to the earnest attention of the 
average American Sheriff, who usually makes a 
brutal botch of the business whenever he is 
called upon, as the Jamented Mr. Dennis would 
have said, to work off a ieilow-creeter. Mar- 
woul, according toa recent Scotiish reviewer, 
isa man about middle ave, considerably under 
the medium stature, and of siim build. II.s 
leutures are smaii, with sunken eyes, and he 
cultivates but little whiskers; while constant 
moving about seems to betray restlessness, He 
is exceedingly communicative, aud readiiy 
answers auy questions concerning either bim- 
seif or his calling. ile is a native of the mi! 
land of Euglaud, aud sports a beat card iu- 
sbribed : 

Wiiham Marwood, Executioner, 
Horucastie, Lincolnshire, Engiaud. 

“jam,” «aid Mr. Marwood, presenting his 
card, a sbocmaker by trade, but | have very 
little time to devote to my business now. and 
my customers are therefore ew.“ His “ profes- 
sion ’’—he observes the distinction scrupulous- 
ly—is not distasteful to him; at least, not in 
a seusc.“ Jou make laws,“ he said, and on 
those who break them inflict pugishment. My 
office is therefore a necessity; but don’t think 
that [ glory in my work.“ 

Another hisiorian has informed us that so 
far from Marwood’s “ profession ” making him

He — a level 
scaffold, tor, says he, it is ou aevel with the 
ground, aud when the bolt is drawn the body 
is precipitated into a pit; and while less apt to 
unnerve the culorit it is more agreeable to 
those who must be present on such occasions. 
In Newgate, Bristol, aud several other places 
i have been at in Engiand, it is in use.“ ;Hang- 
ing, Marwood considers, as M. Roch does not, 
is muca less painful and horrible than bebead- 
ing, and he went on to say: While at Jersey, 
where, in accordance with an old Ro- 
man (French!) law, I had to lead the 
culprit. who walked without bis boots, to 
the scaffold with a halter round his neck, three 
French gentlemen, holding some official posi- 
tion, were on the scafloid beside me. They 
paid great attention to the whole proceedings, 
and alterwards expressed themselves surprised 
at the suddeuness of death.“ On the whole, 
Marwood is such a mild-mannered, moral, 
studious, and scientific professor of his neces- 
sary art that.tbough it is not likely that any 
American college could be induced to found ior 
him a Chair of Practical and Theoretical Susper- 
cology, there is but litcle doubt tagt U he were 
to remove to these United States he could tind 
ampie employment—we hang about eiguty mur- 
derers @ year, as against something less than 
lorty in Engiand—at remuverative prices, aud 
be enabled to loundaschool of artists far su- 
perior to the clumsy aud cruel amateurs or 
oscudo-professionais to whom the working-olf 
of our *“tellow-creeters” in this great Republic 
is intrusted.—Aacnrange.

A Copy of the Official Letters Between the 
United States and England. 

The following correspondence as presented 
to Parliament, relating jo the release of Condon 
and Melody, has been received at the Depagg- 
went of State: 

LecatTion or tags Unitrep States, Loxpon, 
Aug. 8. 1878.—My Dear Lord Sai:sbury: On my 
visit to you this morning, I made an appeal in be- 
naif of my Government for tae pardon of Condon, 
woen you kindly said you wouid brivg the matter 
before the Cabinet on Saturday. Permit me to re- 
peat what I tuen told vou toat it was but a little 
time since lhad made a similar application in a 
more formal way. and had been retused. Since 
then, however, the action of your Government has 
brouvbt to it so much nonor, that 1 thought it a 
moment when the exercise of mercy might possi- 
biy be veculiarly ayreeable,. particularly in answer 
toa prayer oia fmendiv Government, which had 
shown so deep an interest in tue Case as to prefer 
tne prayer already three times, and would, no 
doubt, continue to do so, but always most re- 
spectfully, until it shon I be granted, 

Tre belief in the United States is that Condon, 
an ardent Insehman, who nad served most honor- 
abiy in our War, was the victim of circumstances 
in his wrong doing, and that having been eleven 
years in prison he hes learned wisdom, and may 
weil be restored to bis family in tae United States. 

W henever the prayer has been presented to your 
Government, it has oven ordered to be presented 
by Congress, and it has been accompanied by the 
respectiul request of the President, through my 
predecessors or myself, It has been made with all 
tne autoority as to its soarce and carnestness as to 
its substance that can be given toit. Has not the 
dignity of your laws been fully satisfied’ If any 
punishment will reform certainly eleven years 
must have done it. Therefore, may you not, under 
such circumstances, exercise mercy. and, in doing 
so, relieve yourselves of the care of the prisoner, 
and urost courteously tothe people whom | revre- 
sent, in common with whom in this case 1 feel a 
very deep interest. I trast that her Majesty's 
Government will be avle totakea favorable view 
of this matter, and enable me to send Condon back 
to hisfamily. I believe it would be recognized by 
tue resident and Congress as a most friendly 
action. law, etc, Joux WELSH.

‘Foreion Orriez. Aug. 16, 1878. — Dear Mr. 
Welsh: have to acknowledge the letter which 
you audressed to me under date of the 8th inst. 
You had previously made to me at this office a 
verbal request of a similar import. The commu- 
nications were duly laid before the Cabinet and 
heve been carefully considered by them.

letter, and of those to which 1 have adverted 
aoove., 

licr Majestv's Government is glad to be able to 
thing that. under ail these circumstances, the time 
has arrived when the clemency of the Ciown may 
be eXercised, and when they will be justified in 
acceding to your request. 

Thev will therefore recommend to her Majesty 
to remit the remainuer of the sentence which was 
passed upon Condon, and, as a necessary conse- 
quence, the remainder of that also which wos 
passed upon Meloty, under such conditions as her 
Majestv may ve pleased to prescribe, one of which 
would be that they shall not, during the remaining 
term of their sentence, or sucn shorter period as 
hes Majesty may be pleased to Dame, reside within 
her Majesty's duminions.

Market. 


The Produce Markets Easier—Provisions 
Active and Weak---Grain 
Tame. 


A Dull Shipping Movement---Receipts and Ship- 
ments of the Week. 


FINANCIAL. 

The week just closed does not compare favorably 
with that which preceded. Business bas been 
quieter in trade circles and among the banks. The 
clearings show this, having been $18, 803. 852. 97 
last week, against $19, 715, 373 the preceding week, 
and $20. 085, 880. 69 the corresponding week of last 
year. The clearings tell the same story as the 
bankers. These find the supply of paper foots up 
less for thie week than the week before. There is 
no lull in the wholesale business of the city. The 
jobbers in dry goods, hardware, groceries, and 
other staples are doing well. But the season has 
20 far not done much more than keep up with the 
fall trade of last year. 

Country orders for currency have not been press- 
ing this week, and some of the banks report re- 
ceipts equal to disbursements. New York ex- 
change was sold between banks at 50 7öc per 
$1,000 discount. 

Country banks are applying freely for redis- 
counts, chiefly for future use. 

Rates of discount are 6@10 per cent at the 
banks to regular customers, with special rates in 
special cases,

Regular re- 
ceipts for grain were relatively firmer, because they 
will carry into next month on e per bu additional 
storage. The freighüng movement was rather

The demand for staple and fancy dry goods was 


active. The activity eftendedto neariy ail depart- 
ments of the market, and the day's sales reached 
an imposing aggregate, Prices remain steady and 
firm. Groceries were freely ordered dy the city 
and country trade, and the market, both for staple 
and side articles, maintained afirm tone. There 
was a firm butter market, the supply of desirable 
grades falling short of the currentdemand. Cheese 
was quoted dull and values were unsettled, owing 
to tue continued depression in New York and 
Liverpool. Fuil creams were siow at 77@7c and 
part skims at 6@7c. The stocks here and at the 
East are exceptionally large forthe time of year. 
Dried fruits remain without much action, and 
prices continue tg rule low. Fish met with a steady, 
fair demand at fairly sustained prices. Oils were 
moving freely, and were steady as previously 
quoted. Nochanges were noted in the bagging, 
leather, tobacco, coal, and wood markets. 

About half of the iong-expected fleet of lamber 
vessels arrived at the sale docks, and nearly fliled 
the river between the two bridges. The market 
was active at recent prices. he yard business 
was equal to that of previous days in volume, and 
there waa little to sayin regard to prices, which 
were irregular. The wool market was quiet and un- 
changed. Broom corn was easy under large offer- 
ings, with buyers Only for smal? lots in the market. 
Hides were easy, hops quiet, and salt steady. 
Seeda were quiet and easy, excepting clover. 
The offerings of timothy and flax were quoted 
firm. Poultry sold slowly, and was quoted easier 
in consequence of the free offermgs. The sales 
of green fruits were fair at prices which probably 
averaged lower than the day before, as the 
quality of the fruit was rather poor. 

Lake freights were dull and nominally easier, 
the quoted rate on corn to Buffalo being 4c, with 
shippers holding off for important concessions.

Geneva Lake, Wis., Sept. 21.—The most 
spirited regatta ever suiled on Lake Geneva oc- 
curred to-day. 

Two attempts had been made in the preced- 
jing weeks, which proved failures, owing to a 
lack of wind. This was the third attempt of 
the grand annual regatta for the Sheridan 
prize, and the event was looked forward to with 
great pleasure in aquatic circles, 

Aspecial train from Chicago conveyed Gen. 
Sneridan and a party of Chicago gentlemen to 
the scene of the’ race in the fofenoon. 
Among the party were N. K. Fairbank, 
{illinois State Fish Commissioner; the Hon. 
Julian 8. Rumsey, Col. George L. Duniap, J. 
Kk. Fisher, II. M. Wilmarth, Volney Turner. 
Harry Whitehouse, Caarles Pope, C. S. Wueel- 
er, ex-Gov. Magoilin of Kentucky, Samuel Ap- 
pleton. Commodore Lyon, and others. 

George Sturges’ steam-yacht Arrow and Fair- 
bank’s steamer Cisco were placed at the dis- 
position of the distinguished guests, while Col. 
Durlap’s steamer Gertie conve,ed the judges 
and members of the press, and the steamer 
Lucius Newberry took aboard a number of 
spectators. The steamboats accompanied the 
yachts during the race. 

There was a very slight breeze in the morn- 
ing. but it gradually increased to a brisk breeze 
at noon.

prominence will come from far and near. 

Before the time for the meeting arrives, par- 
ti ulars regarding routes to the track, etc., will 
be given. 

The following in reference to the meeting is 
from the pen of Charles J. Foster, Esq., editor 
Of the New York Sportsman, and one of the best 
au horities in the country on all matters per- 
taining to the turt. In speaking of the race be- 
tween Rarus, Hopeful, and Great Eastern, Mr.

A NOTED CHICAGO BROOD MARR. 

As there nas recently been considerable dis- 
uss ion regarding the breeding of Dolly Martin. 
the dam ot the celebrated stalhon Curtis’ Kam- 
bietuniap, and also the dam of the wondertul 
young 4-year-old trotter Romeo. owned by Mr. 
A. Doughty, of this city, tne following state- 
ment of tacts regarding the matter by Mr. 
James Wadsworth, of Chicago. will be of in- 
terest, as the mare was formerly owned here, 
Mr. Wadsworth says: 

Her history, as I have it from G. Titus Williams, 
Eeq., Secretary Union-Stock Yards Company, and 
Jonn B. Sherman, Esq., President of the same 
“company. is as follows: She was bred by Thomas 
Rosweil, Sr., of Arthursburg, Dutchess County, 
„ y¥.. and sired by Dellance, a son of Mam rino 
Paymaster, Jr., a horse owned by Dr. Canfield, of 
Pleasant Vallev. in that county. About 1857, 
when Mr. Williams (formeriy owner of Mambrino 
Chief in company with Mr. Cockroft, of New 
York, ) lived in Dutchess County, he was called 
upon oy Charies Sherman, who warted a horse or

mare to ship to his brother, dohn 5. 
snerman. Esq., then residing in Chicago. 
Mr. Williams went and purchased the mare 


(afterwards known as Dolly Martin) of Mr. Ros- 
well, who bred her, and, if my memory serves me 
correctly, paid him for her $175. Mr. Sherman 
took her, and sent ber to nis brother, John B. 
sherman. who owned and drove her some time, as 
he has several times informed me, wiih another 
mare he had, sired by a well-known Dutchess 
County horse, Euresa, 

The Stock-Yarcs were nearly four miles from 
the Court-House and the centre of genera! busi- 
ness; and Mr. Simondson (then generally alluded 
to as ill Simonecson”’) wanted a horse to drive 


down town, and berrowed this bay mare, 
and drove her to town and back. After 
his return, liking the mare, he purchased 


her of Mr. Sherman, and the price he paid Mr. 
Sherman could not positively, remember, bot he 
informed me soon after 1 purchased the mare 
(about 1869 or 1570) that, as near as be could re- 
member, Simondson paid bim $1,100. This orice 
lovks arge, but she was a wonderful gaited mare, 
and would to-day, with her merits, if sound, and 
not over 7 years old, bring fully as much, notwith- 
stauding the hard times. That Simondson drove 
her on the road, and that he had her trained some- 
what; that she showed a 2:36 gait, and tnat he 
sold ber to George W. Martin, Esq., I have from 
Guy Miller, Eeq., mainly; and in fact the first 
heard of the purchase of ber vy Simondson, and 
the attendant circumstances, I had from Miiler in 
1868, when the mare was, if I recollect correctly, 
at his place in Caester breeding to Iron Duke, with 
the Vol nteer colt (now Voiney) ly her side, 

At tnat time I wae solicited to become & pur- 
chaser of ber, and the advertisement of George 
Martin was sbown to me to show the pedigree of 
the mare. Iam quite sure that the pedigree then 
given was: By Hambletonian, dam by Defiance, 
grand dam a Mambrino mare. I purchased the mare 
of Miller in 1870 on the condition that Miller was 
to have the use of her as a brood mare one year, 
and then L was to have her; and in 1871 I took her 
and bred her to Rysdyk’s Hambletonian. In 1872, 
she baving missed to Ham bietonian, 1 took her to 
Iron Duke, and she produced the chestnut filly 
Princeton Maid, full sister to Miss Miller. In 
1873 she was brea to Menelaus, and produced 
Romeo, a bay colt, which bids fair to be the speed- 
iest she ever bred. 

A WONDERFUL CALIFORNIA TROTTER. 

In last Sunday’s TRIBUNE there appeared a 
dispatch from San Francisco, stating that on 
tne previous day, at that place, a horse called 
Col. Lewis had defeated the well-known flyers, 
Ovcident and Judge Fulterton, ia 2:1834, 2:19. 
2:21. As the majority of horsemen in this 
part of the country nevgr beard of tbe animal 
until this extraordinary performance broug 
him into prominence, the following description 
ol the race frum the Ata Ca Jorna will be read 
with interest.

It shows that the admissions have 
been 160. and the discharges 151, and that there 
remain 397 patients. Of those dischareed 27 re- 
covered, 12 improved, 5 were unimproved. 52 were 
sent to the State Hospital, 24 died, and 1 escaped. 
Of those admitted 35 were of American birth, 32 
German, 40 Lrieh, 17 Swedish, 8 English, 3 Bo- 
hemian. and Italian. Seventy-nive were mar- 
ried, 65 were single, 7 were widowed, and 
9 unknown. The report showed that 
the expenses for drups had been 
$1. 841, and for liquors $226. The Warden's re- 
port of tne same institution and tue Poor-House 
Was also gent in. It shows that there were in the 
Poor-House Sept. 1, 659 persons; that 754 had 
becn admitted during the nine months, and 751 
had been discharged. Of the admissions 207 were 
white and 23 colored, Two hundred 
and ninety-three were Irish, 115 German, 
22 Swedes, 13 Scotch. 13 Bohemiats, 
19 English, and 6 French. The number 
of births was 64. andthe number of interment 
350. The average number of inmates of the in- 
sane Asylum had been 471. and their cost per 
caoita had been $2.88, or 41 cents per day. Of 
the expenses $4.526 had been for flour; 
$10,884 for meat; $8.063 for Froceries; 
88. 271 fur fuel; i. 869 for dry- 
goods and clothing: 8800 for tinware; 
$1, 966 for gasoline; 55, 946 for shoes; 852. O72 for 
miscellaneous purposes; and $12, 620 for salaries, 
total, $53,001.72. At tne Poor-House the aver- 
age number of inmates bad been 710, and their 
cost, per capita, bad been $1.02 72 per week, or 
21. 81 per day. Of the expenses > „ OL4 was ior 
flour; 813.

‘The Court said that it should 
be done to show reason for « continuance of the 
cause, and Mr. Van Buren withdrew the prosecu- 
tion, saying that he should resume the matter be- 
fore the Grand Jury. All which leaves Mr. Hull 
ahead.

A GOOD RIDDANCE, 
A BURGLAR SHOT IN THE ACT. 

There have been a considerabie number of break- 
o’-day burglartes committed during the past week 
in that section of the city over which the police of 
the Cottage Grove Avenue Station have jurisdiction, 
but at an early hour yesterday morning officers ran 
across the gang while engaged on a job, and suc- 
ceeded im killing one of them, Bayard Taylor, a 
boy of 19, who is well known to tne police as the 
associate of thieves. Tae affair took piace about 3 
o'clock yesterday morning at the residence of Mr. 
John H. Martin, 1838 Wabash avenue. The 
officers discovered suspicious characters in the 
building, watched it, and when the men attempted 
to leave by tne rear entrance Policeman Crowe or- 
dered them to halt, and on their coatinuing to 
ran fired, and killed Taylor, his companion escap- 
ing. 

The inquest was held yesterday afternoon at the 
Morgue, VDeputy-Coroner Koro presiding, 

The first witness was C. D. Taylor, of No. 47 
South Halsted street, who stated that the deceased 
was his brother; he was a married man and lived 
at No. 15] or 161 West Jackson street. Deceased 
formerly worked for Wilson & Co., packers, on 
Canal street, but had not been in tae empioy Of 
firm for about a year. 
rr. F. P. Valkenourgh, of No, 1855 Indiana 
avenue, wae next eworn. He testified that at an 
eariy hour yesterday morning he was awakened by 
hie wife, who told him there was a mau im tue 
room. Witness sprang up in bed andsawa wan 
standing at the foot of the bed, who extended 
ois arm and said, ‘** You lay down.” and then 
ssarted to leave the housg, and succeeded 
in escaping. He believed the deceased to be the 
man who entered bis house. After the man had 
eft. witness found that ais watch was gone. He 
dentifed a watch found on Taylor as the one 
stolen from him. 

Joun I. Martin, the next witness, lives at 1838 
Waoash avenue, afc does business at tue StucK- 
Yards. About 4o@ock in tue moruing he was 
suddenly awakened with the impression that some 

trunge parties were in the house, and found that 

his clotnes bad oeen taxen from the bedroom. He 
then went to the front door, and was met by an 
officer. wood told him that the house had been bur- 
glarized. He then heard the shooting, and, on 
_o ny to the rear of the house, found Taylor lying 
dead. 
James W. Martin, son of the preceding witness, 
next testified. Witness lived with his father, and 
slept at tue house Friday night. He identified a 
pocaet-pook found on Taylor as being tis prop- 
erty, having deen taxen from his room that even- 
ing. It contained about $12 atthe time it was 
sto en. 

Oficer M. J. Crowe. of the Cottage Grove Avenue 
<fition, and the man who did the sho. ting. was 
the next witness: He testified that about 3:30 
‘clock that morning he was going down Wabash 
avenue, and observed a strong licht in the resi- 
rence No. 1538. On watching, Wilness saw a 
man inside the house, wita some object in his 
hand. Witness then went nearer to the house 
ind gota better view of the man. He tuen told 
Heer Koebler that each one should take a side uf 
the house, and watch it; ove remaining in front 
dnd the other in tbe rear. Witness waited in the 
rear of 1S. for nearly balf ap hour, when Officer 
neeler signaled him. lie ran to the front, and 
was told by Keeler thatthe men bad cowe to the 
front door, and gone vack again, Witness at once 
ran around tothe rear of the house, aud saw two 
men runuing away. lle commanded tuem to halt 
<aving that he was a police:nan, and would shoot 
them if they disoveyea him. They continued to 
run. and we fired, one of the nen falling. He 
continued to pursue the other man, and when that 
reached the aliey, he tarned and fired one 
Inis man got away. 

Omcer beter Koehler was sworn. His testimony 
did not differ in any materia point from that of 
Crowe. He saw laylor immediately after he was 
shot, and saw that he was in his stoceing feet (a 
pair of shoes and a pair ot slippers were round 
yesterday morning on the doorstep of Mr. Mar- 
us residence). 

Sergeant August C. Arch, of the Cottage Grove 
Avenue Station, testified that he took from Tay- 
ora body the watch identified by Dr. Van Val- 
kenourgh as be:onging to bim; also, the pocket- 
pook stoien from young Martin. 

i his closed the evi ence, and in a short ume the 
jury returned tne following verdict: 

(he jury find that the said Bayard Taylor, now lying 
deai at the Morgue in the City of Chicago, County of 

wk. aod Sia eof In ois, came to his death on the 

Ist day of september, 1878, by a pistoi shot in the 

ick of bis bead, tired by Police Officer M. J. Crowe, 
u the discharge of his duty. And we. the jury, are 
further of tae opiniou that both Officers Crowe and 
Koehler pertormed their duty im a brave and com- 
mendabie manner, and shouid exonerated from ail 
blame. 

This Taylor, though so young, has been a hard 
case for years, and an indictment was returned 
avainst him oy the Grand Jury yesterday tor some 
robveries Committed by him last summer. It is 
quite likely that be had a band in the numerous 
burglaries in the Cottage Grove arstrict, which have 
recently been published in Tue TriBUuNgs, and his 
deate will. itis hoped, put au end to depredations 
intnatsection. Tae residents down that way are 
indebted to the policemen for taeir thorough work.

The attempt was 
made about 8 o'clock in a saloon on Clark street 
owned by Charles Thickstun. Mr. Cambridge was 
in there lighting his cigar, or something of the 
kind, when a spare-looking woman, with 
wan features and very light-colored eyes, 
came along and drew out a revoiver. at the 
same time stating her intention to plant the con- 
tents into the heart of Mr. Camoridge. A very tall 
man, woo happened to be near her at the moment, 
turew the pistol out of her hand. There was a 
uss, a momentary commotion, some hysterics, 
and finaily the lady was led away to her room in 
the Briegs House.

GUSSIE. 

A reporter found Miss Chambers at the Briggs 
House late in the evening, just after a physician 
had left, having given orders that valerian be ad- 
ministered to ber in order to quiet her. She, it 
seems, was very nervous and excited, —had oad an 
attac of hysteria, and was so violent that it re- 
quired three persons to hold her. Wnen some- 
what herself avain, about midnight, the reporter 
stated to her the ramor, and sne said there was no 
truth in it. 

In conversation she admitted, however. that she 
had bad some trouble, out not with Cambridge. 
With this fora beginning, the talk resulted in ob- 
taining the following statement: 

I have been piaying at Hooley’s, and at rehearsal] 
this morning Mr. McCaliouga spoxe sharply to 
me. Lhad deen cast for one of the witches in 
Macbeth.“ and expected to play the part. He 
said: Lou cannot play to-nigh:.” At ti 
matinee I asked him if I could play 
and he said: No, you can never put 
your foot on a stage with me again.” And then he 
ssid, ** lou are sorry now. and want to be for- 
given.” ISald, Certainly. all want to be for- 
given when sorry.” I was ve unhappy and 
wretched, and I got arevolver, and nad it cocked, 
and pointed it at my head, and Mr. Curtis took it 
out of my hand.

ISTORICAL. 

It is only about thirteen years ago that a tragedy 
was attempted to be plaved in Chicago by the same 
woman, and in very much the same way. In the 
startling headlines of long ago may be found the 
foliowing: ‘*Shovting a Husd«nd—Affray in the 
Museum—An Actor Struck under the Stage—Tae 
Green-Kyed Monster and the GreetfRoom—Jeal- 
ousy, Divorce, and Attempted Murder.” 

The subject of these very pronounced remarks, 
which were printed in very conspicuons type, was 
Mre. George B. Beach, whose nusoand was then a 
utility actor at Col. Wooa's Museum. She was at 
that time known here as Gussie Beach, and had 
not been very long a wife. Her maiden name was 
Randall. Several young men—now bald-headed, 
probably, and fathers of boys and girls—used to 
tellin those old days how Gussie wae the most 
provoking of coquettes, and how it was impossible 
to melt ber down into the proper frame of 
mind for the reception of tender sentiments. 
She was then a petite olonde with peculiar eyes, 
the color of which no one could ever describe. She 
was called riugled- eyed. er eyes had a white 
moonlight effect, such as mav be seen reflected on 
the hgnt, fleecy clouds of midnight. You could 
not say whetuer they were capabie of murder or of 
sublinne devotion. At any rate. these eyes carried 
that frail body into the green-room of Wood's 
Museum one evening where her husband was rert- 
ing between the acts of **Syovilia,”’ andthe little 
hands bad taken care to place a revolver somewhere 
in her garments. Sae had got tired of George, 
probably on account of his having commenceu a 
divorce suit against heron the grounds of deser- 
tion and adultery. George (Wo is still in the flesh) 
refused to withdraw his action at her request. 
She came into the green-room, and, while ner 
husband in the guise of one Wilhelm was walking 
to and fro, she said. WII you do it?” No. 
said Gorge. Theu take tagt, said she, and 
pooped a pistol buliet into his neck. George 
did not die, although he was very badly 
waunded in the neck, and, indeed, the 
ball has never to this day been extracted. The 
affair created a great noise at the time. George 
lay dying, andG ussie was dragged toa cell in the 
oid Armory, where she was visited by troops of 
sympathizing friends. The trouble which occa- 
fhoped all this fuss thirteen years ago was an ach- 
davit charging Mrs. Beach with deserting her has- 
band after six weeks of married liie, and cohabit- 
ing with one Alexander Beifour at Madison, and 
‘* with other parties Knowa to the affiant.”’ 

These are old stories, and a good many to whom 
the circumstances were once a iively occurrence 
are now dead, For instance, there is Coariey 
Edwards (recently deceased), who was standing 
at the main entrance when the shooting occurred. 
And Capt. Jack Nelson, wno took Gussie’s father 
into custody for saying his [George's] life is not 
worth a ducat in Denmark, or Chicago either — 
he, too, is gone. Will Tunniciiffe and Tom 
Moore, who too« the girl into Custody, are, it is 
beheved, stili living. 

An old reporter. who is now living very low in 
his humble home, was called upon last evening by 
one of the more recent collectors of news, and 
asked if he knew anything of the antecedents of 
Miss Augusta Chambers. 

% yes, I know who she is,” said he. She 
shot George Beach here a long time ago, and we 
made a great fuss over u at the time. I remem- 
ber very well having te go to the Police 
Court at the old Armory building to 
report the tmal,—I forget who the Justice wae; it 
wus either Charley McVonald, or old Milliken, or 
Siurtevant,—and how the boys made a dead set to 
getup sywpathy forthe gift. There was Charley 
Goodsell, who used to go down to her cell every 
day and evening, and then there was,--well, we 
ail took an interest in her, poor thing, and wrote 
ner up. Those funny eyes of her's made us ail feel 
syinpathetic. I tnmk poor oid John S. Quinn 
must have been her counsel,—he was always 
shieiding the unfortunate, yon know, He's dead. 
Gussie got off casy, remember. I think she went 
to New York. Perhaps Charley Goodsell could 
tell you what oecame of her for awhile, for he 
seemed to take a great interest in her. I had got 
heard of her for years until somevody told me she 
bad changed her name to Chambers. 4s | remem- 
ber ber she had an eye that’s rather oonsartin. 
Ius queer, and l»oks—well, has she been after 
somebody again? 

ihe young reporter left the worn-out hack with- 
out seeking to worrying him wiih fresh news, and 
went away tv seek iniormation elsewuere.

BURGLARIES.

The nicht of the 18th, between the hours of 2 
and 3 o'clock in the morning. ourglars made a visit 
tothe residence of Col. W. K. Swallow, No, 407 
Orchard street. Entrance was effected in a man- 
ner similar to that used at Christof Tegt- 
meyers residence, on Union street, namely, 
by cutting a silat in tne blinds, opening 
the catches, and then opening the window by 
throwing off the window-fastening with a case- 
knife. Upon gaining entrance they threw ether 
about the house, using a liberal quality about the 
bed containing Col. Swallow and wife, and when 
tuey left the house a bottle partially filled with the 
drug was left lying upon tne parlor table, 
The house was completely ransacked, toe burgiars 
securing for booty a parse containg $45 in cash, 
two gold watches, three gold chains, anda large 
quantity of silverware and jewelry, vaiued in ail 
at between $700 and 8800. They departed 
through the front door, leaving it open benind 
them. 

Last Thursday morning, between the hours of 3 
and 4 ociock, a couple of burglars made a visit to 
the residence of Mrs. L. E. Lane, Ne, 132 John- 
son place, in the southern portion of the city. A 
front Window had been left open, and they easily 
gained entrance by cutting out the wire screen 
Taey next opened toe front door, in or- 
der that escape in case of detection might 
be easy. Ascending into Mrs. Lane's 
sieeping apartment, they threw chloroform 
all over her ved and ciothing and held a hand«er- 
chief saturated with the drug close to her nostrils, 
She awoke, and the lady turns pale yet when she 
teils the story of what ensued. The burglar stood 
over her bea with the muzzle of a revoiver quite 
close to her head, and whispered in her ears, 
Keep quiet or I will blow out your 

He then proceeded to fransack the 
pockets of her dreas lying atthe foot of the bed, 
anu took from it a purse containing $25 cash and 
some keys. At tins moment the fellow’s pal“ 
eutered, and he heid the revoiver waile the other 
searched the room, After finding an open-face 
gid watch, valued at $100, the thieves took their 
departure, threatening al) sorts of dire things if 
sh. raised the alarm before they were safeiy out of 
the way. 

Tae samenight and between the same hours 
burgiars entefed the residence of Mr. Newberger, 
No. 135 Johnson piace, by opening a front win- 
dow with a case- Knife. In this case also taey took 
the precaution to open the front door. 
Culoroform or ether was used to a 
slight extent. and the house was 
thoroughly ransacked, the burglars carrying 
away a carefoliy-seiected quantity of piunder, con- 
fisting of two gold watches, a gold Chain, another 
gold chain and locket, and a purse containing $0 
in cash. The total loss is avout $550. As they 
were leaving the house, Mes. Newoerger beard 
them, and attempted to arouse her nusoand, but 
did not sucteed im doing so until taey were safely 
ont of the house. They missed a quantity of sil- 
verware which was concealed in à closet opening 
witn a panel in the wall, 

At an eariy hour Friday morning a call was made 
at the residence of A. Bamberger, NO. 1959 
MWabash avenue. Entfance was elected by getting 
upon the steps of an adjoining house, and with a 
case knife throwing off a window-fastening. A 
coaple vedrooms were nmeackei, and 
two goid watches and ¢hains, about $30 cash, 
and a few trinkets taken. They then entered 
Mrs. Bamberger s room. and helped themselves to 
her gold watca and a pair of cameo sleeve- buttons, 
A little daughter, upon getting up and going into 
tae hall, saw one of the buryvlars standing in the 
hall, and ran back to tell her mother.

Entrance 
was gained by clambering up a ladder, taken from 
an adioining yard, upon the roof of a one-story 
addition, and thence in at a second-story window. 
A lady who was somewhat restiess in bed kept 
them from enter ug the house. The burglars 
then went into the lower rtion of the house 
and ransackea it, obtaining three purses contain- 
ing sums of money which Mrs. Welle refuses to 
say anything about, and also a small quantity of 
silver, the handling of which made erough noise 
to awaken Mrs. Weils, who peremovtorily ordered 
the fellows outof the honse. And they obeyed. 
The intent was undoubtedly to rob a Mr. Waite, 
who lives in the house, as he was known to carry 
considerable money. 1 

At an early hour yesterday morning the resi- 
dence of M. Cady, No. 1829 Indiana avenue, was 
visited by burglars who gained entrance by cutting 
out a small piece of a window-pane, and throwing 
open the catches. After thoroughly ransacking 
the house. the thieves departed without tak- 
ing anything. In nearly all of the recent 
burvlaries they appear to have refused clothing, no 
mutter bow valuable, and have confined themselves 
strictly to jewelry and wares of substantial char- 
acters. 

There is an impression in some quarters that the 
numerous burslaries published in Tus Trisnune 
are an indication that the police force is wot doing 
ite duty. This, however, is incorrect. It is making 
all the exertions it can to cheek one of those epi- 
demics of crime which will break out occasionally, 
and the shooting of some more burg)ars like Taylor 
will doubtiess have a beneficial effect. It is weil, 
however, that citizens should take all possible pre- 
cautions, and thus assist the police as much as 
possiole.

BOILERS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cricaao, Sept. 21.—The majority of the people 
of Chicago are not aware of the danger that is 
larking around them by the fearful number of 
poor boilers that are furnished here, by parties 
that contract for such at the lowest figures they 
possibly can get them for. I don't mean the man 
that lets the original contract, but the so-called 
middleman, the steamfitter, or engine-builder, for 


in nine cases out of ten will the man that pays a 
coniracts for good and honest work and material 
be swindled. It cannot be otherwise. and it is 
about time that the people should begin to open 
tneir eves, for this practice among esteanifitters 
particulariy, to fleure on jobs for heating where 
they have to furnish everything, is carried on to 
such an extent that the boiler-maker must eitner 
take the boilerto buiid for the lowest figures the 
steamiitter squeezes him down to, or shut up 
shop. No matter how much be may be wanting 
to reach the man that contracts for such work 
with his own honest straightforward bid, he can't 
do it, simply because there stands the architect 
in his way and tells bim to go to the steamifitter, 
he is the man to contract for the boiler. When he 
gets the specifications for the work required, he 
puts in his bid no doubt in good faitn that the 
eteamfitter will act bonorabiy with him, but this 
man has had invariabiy from four to ten bids on 
the job before he got the contract himself; 
whether he took out of these bids the highest or 
the lowest for his owm bid nobody knows. 
Now he goes to work anc takes the lowest 
bid, goes to the bidder for the  boiler- 
work, and says to him: Here, you know that 1 
would like you to build this boiler for me, 
but you are too high, and Iwill give yon another 
chance to figure on this. Put down bottom figures, 
as I took the job so low that tnere is nothing in it. 
‘The boilermaker is now compelled, if he wants we 
work in order to keep his men going. to see where 
he can cut and save. He begins to cut here and 
there till he can't cut any more, and in this way he 
reduces his prices $30, $100, or more, as the case 
may be, but this he nas only done for the benefit 
of the steamfitter who !aughs in his sleeve over the 
profit so easily obtained. Now what is the conse- 
quence? A poor aud uneafe boiler is turned out to 
the man that contracted for a good and 
honest job with this steamfitter or middle- 
man, and he is simply swindled. This is 
a terrible, but true, state of affairs, and practiced 
here every day. Why don't the parties that require 
steam-ooilers invite bids on such work separate! 
Why must the steamfitter or engine-builder have 
the contract for the whole job, which is not their 
work, the majority of whom know nothing about a 
steam-boiler, bow it should de built, and what the 
iron should be, for they would net know the dif- 
erence between good iron and pot-metal. Again 
i say it is about time thiapractice was stopped, or 
the consequences mayftell one of these days of a 
fearful catastrophe. / A. F. Buscuick.

THE GREAT ITALIAN IMPOSTOR.

[f we may credit the Italian newgpapers, the 
dupes of David Lazzaretti are still looking for 
pis resurrection, although it must by this time 
be with that hope deferred which maketh the 
peart sick. In the annals of religious and social 
delusions, that one which culminated just a 
month since in the death of the prophet.of 
Monte Amiata must hold a prominent place. 

Of humble birth. a wagoner before his exalta- 
tion, Lazzarctti was ambitious from youth to 
become a leader of men. His early eccentrici- 
ties took the form of visions and ecstasies, 
which gained him local celebrity. In one of 
these be was commanded to quit his family and 
withdraw juto the desert, which he, with much 

good sense, in“ er preted to mean Montelabro, a 
* few miles distant trom Arcidosso. There he 
was said to have passed a period of fasting and 
penitence, at the end of which he reappeared 
and began to preach, apd to recount the won- 
deriul things. he had seen in divine inter- 
' views. At first some of th® local priest- 
dood were imposed upon, apparently, no 
less than the peasantry, and encouraged his 
work. But very soon he drove these aliies to 
become bitter enemies by breaching the crush- 
ing of all priests, and a large part of the laity. 
He proposed to put himself at the head of a 
church militant of his own for this work of ex- 
termination, and to destroy every Government 
ou the face of the earth in exactly twelve years, 
reducing them to one Empire, with tuirteed 
gub-monarchies,—hbimse!f at the head. 

Like all impostors of his stamp. be soon in- 
troduced an element of Communism into his 
orgau zation. He impressed on his followers 
the need of pooling, not only thew political 
Issues, but their money, lands, and even tueir 
da}ly labor, iuto a common iund, of which he

A few days since g workingman in the employ 
of Mr. E. E. Gooding, of Akenham Hall, lost a 
child who was about 2 years old. Both parents 

Baptists, che child was never baptized. 
‘Ipswich is some four miles from Akenham, and 
as there is neither a cemetery nor chapel grave- 
yard bearer, application was made to the in- 
cumbent, the Rev. G. Drury, the Rector of the 
adjoming parist. of Clavdon, to have it buried iu 
the consecrated cround of the parish church. 
Mr. Drury, on learning that the child hed not 
¥ been baptized, positively refused its burial in 
. the consecrated ground, but gave permission for 
= it to be buried behind tne church in unconse- 
crated ground reserved for stillborn infants, cn 
condition that no religious service was performed 
within the graveyard. He refused to bury it 
himself, and insisted that no one .hould offici- 
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ate in the church in his stead. Ou Thursday Mr. 


— — 


Gooding bad an interview with the Rev. Wick 
ham Tozer, of Ipswich, who consented to bury 
the child at half-past 5 on Friday afternoon. 
Some teu or fifteen minutes before that hour 
Mr. Tozer arrived at the church, in company 
with Mr. Gooding and Mr. Smith, who is Church- 
Warden. The Rev. Mr. Drury, the incumbent, 
was pacing the graveyard. The grave was dug 
and the sexton was there to discharge bis duties. 
The funeral was rather behind its time, and the 
reverend gentlemen paced up and down their 
respective paths,—the one inside and tbe other 
outside the charch boundaries. At length the 
procession arr ved, and with it a few svmpa- 
thizing neighburs, and altogether there may 
have been about thirty persons present. Before 
thecorpse had been lifted trom the cart in which 
it had beeu conveyed to the church, the sexton 
went up to the fatherof the child and presented 
tre clergyman’s complimeots and his request 
that the corpse might be immediately conveyed 
to the grave, and they could hold any service 
they chose after it was buried in the meadow, 
outside the yard. No notice whatever was 
taken of the incumbent’s request either by the 
father or bis friends. No bier could be pro- 
cured, and the colllu was placed on the ground 
immediately in front of the churchyard gate. 
The friends gathered round it, and Mr. Tozer 
commenced reading appropriate passages of tue 
Scripture. The incumbent left the church door, 
came out of the gate, and stood about an arm’s 
length to the left of Mr. Tozer, facing the 
mourners. 

The following disgraceful aitercation then 
took piace: , 

The Rev. Drurv—The time for this funeral 
was 5 o'clock; it is now more than 5:30, aud 1 
request you to convey the remains to the grave 
at once. 0 

Ide minister continued reading, and no one 
paid the least attention to Mr. Drury’s requvst. 

The Rev. Drury—I have been waiting over 
halt an nour, and it is pot reasonable that you 
should keep me bere until you are pleased to 
finish these proceedings. No one attempting 
to reply, he continued. Why cannot ou take 
the collin to the grave and then come bere and 
bold waat service you bleaset“ 

Tue Rev. Tozer still took no notice of the 
obsiruction, but continued quietly reading por- 
tions of Scripture. 

* ‘Lhe Rev. Drury —I must again request you to 
deferith.s service until alter the remains have 
been interred. 

Mr. Gooding—Prav sir, do be quiet; 
service will not last many mioutes. 

Tae kev. Drury— Don't tell we to be quiet; I 
bave a duty to perforin, and I snalidvit. I 
must teach my parishioners that these proceed- 
ings are wrong. 

The Rev. Tozer moved slightly toward Mr. 
Drury and said: “I respect you as a gentle- 
man, aud would not willingly offend your re- 
ligious convictions or your conscientious scru- 
ples, but do let me beg of you to be quiet fora 
lew moments, we shall not de long.“ 

The Rev. Drury—What has that got to do 
with i! 

The Rev. Tozer—Ob, I supposed vou were a 
gentleman, a Cahrisiian, and a minister ol 
Christ. 

The Rev. Drury—I don’t see what religious 
conv.ctions or scruples have to do with it. 

Tae Rev. Tozer— Well. | have no wish to hold 
a discussion with you, but la»peal to your mas- 
boud and beg of you not to torture the feelings 
of these pvor peuple at a time like this. 

The Rev. UVrury—That is all nonsense. Man- 
hood and feelings have noting whatever to do 
with it. Your proceedings are altogether wrong, 
and I must teach my parishioners that | cannot 
sanction them. 

‘hue sev. Tozer—Well, sir, 1 thought if you 
were not a gentieman or a Christian vou might 
possibly be a man. iam sorry to have been 
mistaken. 

Tne Rev. Drury—I suppose you call that 
Christian ! 

The Rev. Tozer—Very, and for that reason I 
fear you are incapabie of appreciating it. You 
have a very priestly garb, aud 1 suppose you 
take that as an equivalent to being one, but vou 
are destitute of the spirit of your Master, and 
vou have not even a spark ot aumanity in you 
or vou could not be capabie ot this couduct. 

The Rev. Drury—I don't see waat humanity 
has to do with it. ‘That child (pointing to the 
coftin with his umbrella) has not been baptized, 
and it is thereiore not a Curistian, and I object 
vo its being buried as such. 

The Rev. Tozer drew himself up to his. full 
beight and brought bis rigat m dangerously 
near to Mr. Drury’s head, and, with his eyes 
flashing fire and his voice trembling with emo- 
tion, be said: “If it were not for harrowing 
the feelings of these poor people, I would very 

soon silence your brutalspeech. Though aecked 
in the garb of a priest, and holding the office of 
a minister, vou are a disgrace to humanity.” 

The Rev. Diury—Don’t suake your ft in my 
face. 

The Rev. Tozer—I was not shaking my fist in 
— lave, but you justiy deserve to be made to 
eel it. 

The Rev. Drury—And vou call that Christian! 

The Rev. Tozer—Periectiy. 

The Rev. Drury—You are a Baptist. and vet 
you can come here and perform a service over a 
child that has not been baptized, and ts not. 
therefore, a Christian? 

Lue Kev. Tozer—! have no desire to hold a 
controversy with a mau se destitute of the com- 
monest feclings of humanity as you are, and if 
this were not a funeral | would very soon bun- 
die you out of the meadow. 

Ine Rev. Drur;—Tuis is a public path, and 1 
have as good a right to be here as vou have. 

Tbe Rev. Tozer—Just so much and no more. 
We have carefully avoided everything that could 
reasonabiy wound your religious scruples, and 
we came bere because it is a public footway, aud 
you have no right to interfere with us. 

Ine Rev. Drury—I have tbe rut to teach my 
parishioners taat it is wrong to periorm funeral 
rites of a Curistiav form over the remains of 
av unbaptized chiid. 

Tue fatner of the child—Come, Mr. Drury, 1 
shall have something to say to you if you don't 
allow the gentleman to go on with the service.

CHURCH TAXATION. 
OUGHT RBLIGIOUS PROPERTY TO BB TAXED! 
The intertor. 

One of the fairest and best discussions we 
have seta on this subject is in ap article in 
Sunday Afternoon, by the Rev. C. H. Richards, 
entitled The Religious Rigats of a Christian 
State.“ The article covers the whole ground of 
the general subject implied in tne title, but we 
want to emphasize particularly what is so well 
said for and against the taxation of church 
property. 

It is one of the subjects which are being per- 
sistently ureed upo® the attention of churches 
and which should therefore be fully and pa- 
tiently considered. We are in danger of jump- 
ing to oue of two conciusions, without | any 
very good reasous for the conclusion in either 
case, Viz.: Either that a church is a corpora- 
tion, for the exemption of whose property 
there is no more reason than exists for 
the exemption of a manufacturing company’s 
property, and. therefore, churches should be 
taxed: or. churches are essential to the State, 
aod therefore they are euticied to exemption. A 
cousideration of the waole subject wül make 
two things apparent: 1. That arguments of 
some lorte may be ured ov both sides; 2. That 
only a care:ul balancing of them will show 
where at once the pata of church interest and of 
puphte policy may be found. It 1s this balancing 
which is attempted in the article we are consid- 


ering. 5 
Ine writer contends, and, as it seems to us, 
cogentiy, that the State has 3 2 tax

mental fight, give it exem 
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for the support of the State. It is the duty of 
the Charch to support the State. it is her in- 
terest as well. . 

_ Attne same time the State has a right to 
give exemption from taxation if, in her jude- 
ment, it is for the public good that this be dove. 
The State has indeed no right to discriminate 
against aoy religion, to exempt ove denomina- 
tion and thereby increase the burdens of an- 
other denomination. But sbe has a right to 
realize ber ideal of highest natiowal life, and, if 
that can best be secured by encouraging ro- 
ligion, as tending to develop and foster those 
mora! principles without which no State is se- 
cure, then she hasa richt so to encourage re- 
ligion. And if for such encouragement the 
State chooses to exempt property which is 
wholly unproductive, and which is used wholly 
for benevolent and moral purposes, and sv 
indirectly, at least, for the good of the State, 
she bas a bigh right to make such exemption. 

The question then being clear in the fieid of 
right, resojves itself into one of expediency. 
Is it best to tax church property! Mr. Rica- 
ards’ points briefly put are as follows: 

In favor of taxation— 

I. Toe State should not aid peovle to do 
what they can well enough do for themselves. 

2. The release ot church property imposes a 
heavier burden on other property. 

3. It helps a church to wealth, and so to am- 
bit ion and power that may become dangerous 
to liberty. 

4. It is heaithier for churches to be entirely 
independent. 

Against taxation— 

l. The State ought to encourage religion as 
its very ‘est ally. 

2. Churches are the poorest corporations in 
the State, haviug property wholly unproductive, 
— using it wholly for the indirect good of the 

tate. 


8. Financially weak, the difference between 
taxation and no taxation would often be to 
churches the difference between life and death. 

lo drawing this balance the writer concludes 
that the gain to the State which taxation would 
brivg is trifling compared witb the loss of moral 
power, and so that while the State has an un- 
questionable right to tax churen property, it is 
one which it will do well not to exercise. Ex- 
ceptions, of course, are to be noted in cases of 
churches that have productive property. There 
is nO reason why a church which gets rental 
from java or houses should not pay its propor- 
tion into the State Treasury for the protection 
of such property. 

We commend these points to our readers. 
We incline to think a sound national policy will 
always exempt church propert:, and all prop- 
erty used for purely benevolent purpuses, irom 
the burden of taxation. We believe in no way 
can taxes be so ligutened as by encouragement 
of ail moral and religious influences. At the 
same time, we are stren@ous in the conviction 
that this exemption should be grounded ueitber 
in richt ou the one band nor in charity on the 
other. Not in right, for the Church is not in 
any such sense independent of the State as to 
rob the latter of all power to impose upon the 
former its equal share of public burdens. Not 
in charity, for the Church can pay ber taxes and 
live and grow. It has flourished, not only un- 
der oppressive taxation, but ander confiscation 
of ali goods. Butin expediency, viewed from 
a Government standpoint, what heins the 
Church advances the State. The reign of 
righteousness among the people which itis the 
aim of the Church to foster is a better protec- 
tion to the State than auytaing the revenues of 
taxation could possibly secure.

PAILURES OF ORIGINAL PRODUCTIONS. 
Rnerial Correspondence of The Tribune. 

New York, Sept. 19.—The original produc- 
tions at the various New York theatres have not 
done well this autamn. Ordinarily that condi- 
tion would point to rather a disastrous ‘season 
all the way through. But at this time it does 
not swing that way, on account of the fact that 
the plays themselves have been wonderfully and 
atrociously constructed, out of wonderful and 
atrocious materiais. Two of them, at least, 
deal with that peculiar phase of buman nature 
which Elizabeth R. Tilton has asked her friends 
to kindly believe has a prominent place in her 
constitution. “Jane Shore,“ which will be 
withdrawn, | understand, a week ahead of the 
time advertised for it, has all the interest work- 
ing upon whatresults from listening to the 
biandishments of a reprobate King. In 
other words, it paints the spgrowfu! picture 
of a heroive living illegitimately with a person 
of the male sex to whom she is not married. 
Clarissa Harlowe”’ points a rather queer 
moral, of trifling difference from the “ Jane 
Snore” pattern. Carissa is, in plain English, 
raped by her reprobate lover. In the end, she 
dies, and the lover lives happy forever after. 
Winch shows that it is better to be a man and 
commit all sorts of revolting crimes, than to be 
awoman without the muscular development 
necessary to protect her virtue. This is the sort 
of thing Mr. Boucicault has given us as his 
latest and greatest lay-out. It is a dead 
failure in every sense, and will be withdrawn to- 
morrow night, to make room for Mr. Wal- 
lack’s versiou of School for Scandal.’ “ How's 
that for—l had almost said for high? Think 
of Mr. Wallack having a version“ of a play 
Which in its original state is far superior to anv- 
thing which Mr. Wallack or an\ body connected 
with his theatre could ever produce! Why. if 
this thing goes on, we shail be having 
Hamlet, by William Shakspeare, dramatized 
and improved by Mr. Lester Wallack!” Even 
Augustin Daly or Dionysius Boucicault, in their 
wildest moments of felonious appropriation, 
scarcely thought of sucn—shall I sav impu 
dence? ** Wailack’s version of Shendan’s 
play. It is appalling! 

AT THE STANDARD, 
last Thursday evening, Mr. Henderson began 
with Au Open Verdict.“ I told you prior to 
the first nigut that 1 didn’t believe it would go, 
—and it didn't, Mr. Henderson has been a 
theatrical manager for twenty odd years, and 
on the whole a pretty shrewd one. Generally 
bis judement of what the people wantin the 
way of plavs has been good. At all events. 
when he has selected and produceu dramas they 
have put shekels in his purse. Therefore, when 
aiew moments before the curtain rolled up on 
the first act of Au Open Verdict, Mr. Heu- 


derson told a friendly manager that it was a 


great play, and added that he should run it 
ihe whole season, the friendly manage: thought 
he might be right. And when he added that be 
should put the piece on the road, offering to go 
into partpership with the friendly manager, and 
declaring that they could clear $30,000 on the 
play. the friendly manager was more than halt 
Inclined to accept the proposition. But the 
curtain went up, and their speculations went 
down. For there never was, in all probability, 
such an aw.ul failure in this city. The piece 
was full of strong situations, to be true, but 
those situations didn’t seem to have any possi- 
ble bearing on the story. In fact, the audience 
didn’t understand What the story was about, 
because it Was so eternally mixed up with the 
aloresaid situations. Anybow, alter a ruu of a 
week and a hall, the Open Verdict” will be 
closed on Saturday,and Mr. Henderson wii! 
begin all over again witha new comedy called 
“The False Title.“ It is written dy Frederic 
Clark, one of whose plays has had a run in 
Chicago, I believe.

Remenyi is positively the greatest violinist I 
have ever seen. He has Ole Bull's intense 
spirituality, and he has added to it something 
which does not belong to the North,— 
the voluptuous rhythm and melody born of 
Southern moonlights and the perfumes of rich 
blossoms. I hase seen Remenyi in parlors, and 
adored his talent, but pever have I seen him ap- 
pear to such advantage. Remenpi has tue face of 
A priest: there ie nothing secular in his aspect; he 
seems apart fromthe world; a certain austerity in 
his manner contradicts tue sensuous poetry ip his 
nature. He was born a musician: no culture could 
ever have improved or in any sense reformed his 
temperament. Poet and artist exoressivn for him 
is an absolute necessity. In os presence the 
crowd which has been rather noisily applanding 
tue Tsiganes becomes tranquil and hushed There 
i” @ sentiment of reverence in the stiliness. 
Remenyi begins. At first he plays only a simpie 
melody over and over. until people, vuzzied. 
look at each other and murmur. But that 
revelllion is 10r Lhe puryose vi UXINg the melody 
zu Our minds. Now, with lightuing rapidity, he 
has darted into a series of infinite 
variations, through all of which we 
still hear the refraim returning with matchiess 
precision. Then he pours forth a long current of 
appeaitng cries, of inarticuuate moans of the 
spirit of the thousand things which the soal thinks, 
but Cannot utter for itself, and at last finishes with 
a mad dance in which it requires out little fancy ww 
convince us that we hear the clatter of the tam- 
bourtne, the wail of the guzla, the clink of spurs 
as cavaliers dance on the hard-baked floors of 
ruetic cabins with pretty maidens. Loud is the 
applause. Remenyi bows and begins anew. The 
Tseiganes, who have accompanied him in tbe pre- 
vious composition, now look puzzled, smile, and 
shake their heads. Remenyi is improviemyg. Anda 
what giorious improvisation it is! It is the very 
climax of passionate expression of the charm and 
beauty of existence, awild nature reveling in the 
mere enjoyment of ie. Even théGypsies are 
inspired by Remenyi's 1 by one 
they join in the music, and so gradually form an 
undervone tothe masters intervretation, He plays 
on and on regardiess of time, space, people, 
everytaing and anything in the world, dati: at last 
the inspired moments have passed and be finishes 
the noble Composition witha little madrigal, the 
measure Of Which causes the Gypsy face to light 
up with the Warmth of recogniuon of a familiar 
air.

Boston, Mass., Sept. 19.—F.om Newport to 
Boston is a short journey of three hours or 80. 
but it is like stepping from a land of dreams, 
and enchantment, aud lotus luxury, into a re- 
gion of work apd the accomplishment that 
comes from work. But three hours of journey- 
ing apart, and yet one seems to have come from 
ope country to another. Newport, especially 
during these last days of Bellerophon ball- 
giving and general junketing, had been like a 
Euro»ean city, with its people of leisure, ite 
titled guests, and its dolce far niente life. Bos- 
ton is the very beart—the very life-biood—of 
New England. It is Yankee through and 
through. I never seemed to realize that so 
much as to-day, when I went into tne city for 
the first time since last June. With 

THE BELLEROPHON BALL-MUSIC, 
and all the rest of the do ce far niente of Newport 
life ringing in my ears, spreading before my 
vision in luxurious colors, wherein was no 
sound of labor, no sight of the machinery of 
the toll that had produced these Aladdin pal- 
aces, these green gardens, and the easeful life 
that appeared to be set to music therein, the 
rush and rattle of busy Boston seemed like au- 
other world,—a world of work and wage, where 
men and women both were on the war-path of 
the industries from morving til] night. In 
Newport one saw and felt only the results of 
things. in Boston, bright and brilliant 
as everything shone in the gay sun- 
light of September, one saw the proc- 
esse. and felt them, more than 
tne results. At Newport, the most appropriate 
thing taney could think of at their city conclave 
was to give the British squadron a big ball. In 
Boston, it would have been the very last thing 
They would, 
instead, have turned the Navy-Yard into a 
grand parade-ground; they would have got up 
a big dinner at Music Hall or Faneuil Hall, and 
uad Longfellow, and Emerson, aud Whittier, 
and Holmes, to give it the true Bostonian 
flavor; they would have trotted out the whole 
Fire Department, aud then taken 
THE Muücu-ENTERTAIN ED BRITONS 

down to the school-ship as a finai flouriesb. 
Perhaps, if the squadron had staid, over and 
beyond ali this they might have given them a 
ball as a sort of profane dessert.—a kind 
of whipped syllabub; but 1 doubt it. 
They gave the Prince of Wales a bali, 
and they also induiged the Russian Duke Alexis 
in a dance; but they were caliow youths at that 
time, and even the gray-headed Boston dignita- 
ries khew too much to treat boys with unadul- 
terated school-shiy shows and other patriotic 
flag-flauutiog.

Jesting aside, serious Boston, after all, is a 
relief after sweet but sensuous Newport. It is 
a brace to the perves—a tonic to tae blood—to 
get back bere, and find the chief attraction the 
newly-opened Massachusetts Charitable Me- 
chapic Exhibition, called, in brief, familiar par- 
lance, 

‘THE Farr.” 
The Mechanic Association have held a Fair here 
for five years, but never before have erected a 
building sol for the purpose. This building 
is directly opbo@@e the Providence depot, on the 
right, and is a long, handsome building of 
two stories, costing $40,000, which, after the 
Fair is over, is to be taken down and sold for 
other building purposes. It is very plain to be 
seen what the effect of the great Philadelphia 
Exbibition bas been, as we regard this last 
undertaking of the Mechanic Association both 
externaMy and internally. Before the Phi- 
adelohia experiment an Association like this 
would pot have thought of projecting and 
carrying out so complete an undertaking. Eu- 
tering the building, the visitor sees a long vista 
of well-filied space, occupied by the various de- 
partments of industries. One of the prettiest 
ellects is that of the departments devoted to the 
displav of the Merrimack and Cocheco prints.

REAL ESTATE IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

The Aita Caaforna is devoting its editorial 
energies to patching speculations, especiallv in 
mining stocks; and, by way of showing how 
speculative Califoruians are by nature, gives a 
sketch of the real-estate speculations in that 
cicy. The purchase of the Yerba Buena Cove 
water lots was the first notable speculation of 
San Francisco. [bere were not fifty acres of 
level land in 1847 in the cireuit bounded by Tel- 
egraph Hill, Clay Street Hill, and Rincon Hill, 
and so the shailow part of the Bay was re- 
sorted to as the cheapest place to get building 
sites. The acting Governor, Gen. Kearnev, gave 
his approval, without any Jegal authority to the 
sale. Ihe lots brought $60 each. The purchase, 
the A ta savs, was a wild speculation, based 
on the expectation that San Francisco was to 
become the metropolis of Califoruia, but good 
luck saved the speculators. That unexampled 
aud most wonderful gold discovery within three 
years converted the insigoificant village into one 
of the leading seaports of the world, and at the 
city slip sale in 1853, lots alongside of those sold 
six years before brought two hundred tip es as 
much. The rage for lots increased with the 
population, and to them the first millionaires of 
San Francisco owed their fortunes. The fluctu- 
ation which accompanies speculation has been a 
prominent feature of tue San Francisco real- 
estate market. There was a fierce rise from 
1848 till the end of 1853; a serious decline“ for 
the next ve or six years; then a new rise, which 
continued about ten years; then apanic, causing 
a decline from which much of the outside land 
has not yet recovered, after a lapse of nine 
years. 

INCREASE OF BUILDING IN NEW YORK. 

The amount of building in New York for 1878 
surpasses that of any previous year except 1871, 
aod that was tbe heavfest building year in the 
history of New York. The number this vear 
will be 2,000 builaings, aud the cost $20,000,0uv, 
equal to $30,000,000 expended before 1875. This 
activity of buiiding is regarded by the Herad 
as suflicient to confirm the general belief that 
the b times are over, as real estate is always 
the interest that recovers latest. The amount 
of money put into buiiding in New York in the 
last ten years is 8280, 000, 000. The “ flat busi- 
ness has been overdone in New York.. Builders 
have put up tenement bouses aud called them 


French flats, but the public refuse to 
be snared any longer. A demand 
has sprung up for cheap and sub- 


stantial two-story-and-basement houses tuat 
can be rented within the means of young Clerks, 
salesmen, and mechanics, and hundreds of this 
class of houses, hitherto almost unknown in 
New York, wiil be but up next year on the east 
side of the upper end of Manhattan Island. 
SAN FRANCISCO BUILDING SUCIBTIES. 

There are twelve building societies in Califor- 
nia. The.profitableness ot these associations is 
shown by the foliowing comparative table of the 
earnings of seven of them. Ihe first column 
gives the time each society has been in exist- 
ence, the second the protit per share, and the 
third the monthly percentage of profit on the 
investment:

ARCHEOLOGY. 


The Collections in the Peabody 
Museum at Harvard. 


Discoveries in Kentucky Caves, and 
What They Teach. 


Hound-Builders, Lake-Dwellers, Pre-Reman Ital- 
ians, and Americans Who Lived Before 
the Glacial Epoch. 


What We Know About Them, and How 
We Know It,

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Sept. 17.—-Ihe last new 
building of consequence erected at Harvard 
University, and the latest addition to the Uni- 
versity's means for scientifie study, is the Pea- 
body Museum of Archeology. 

CURIOUS STONB-AGB REVELATIONS. 

During 1868 large accessions” were made, 
notably the very important pid A of Gabriel de 
Mortillet, made in France, and of Wi!most J. 
Rose, made in Denmark, each of which con- 
tained many hundreds of specimens, and 
illustrated prehistoric time in that part of the 
world, from the earliest evidences of humanity 
in the quaternary period, through the polished- 
stone age, up to the time when bronze and 
copper implements came into geoeral use. 
These, with previous materials, gave the 
Museum one of its most important require- 
ments, namely: the means for making direct 
comparison between the stone age of the Old 
World and that of the New. 

The analogy which from the first was recog- 
nized is most striking, yet there are wide differ- 
ences. The resembiances grow largely out of 
man’s necessities in his primitive condition for 
similar kinds of instruments, and the differences 
as largely from the materials at hand for making 
them. The prevalence of flints, chests, and 
horn-stones in the Old World naturally led to 
the process Of chipping as the more common 
method of working ma‘erials; while in the New 
World the prevalence of primitive rocks led to 
the process of picking and grinding. Neither 
process was used exclusive'y, however. The 
perfection which the art of chipping stone amoug 
the Indians of Alaska attained was nearly 
equaled by the aborigines: of Deamark, for in- 
stance. Varying modes of life caused differ- 
ences. One is struck by the superabundance of 
spear-poiats inthe Danish collection. In the 
French and Swiss collections, both these and 
the arrow-heads are svarce; while in North 
America arrow-heads far outnumber ail other 
forms of relics. This results from the fact that 
the ancient Danes were mainly fishermen, while 
the ancestors of our red men derived their sup- 
port from hunting chicfly. 

WHAT THE SHELL-HEAPS REVEBAL. 

The Museum at this time was enriched by the 
gift of fifty large Etruscan vases from Signor 
Castellani,— whose Itallau researches have since 
betome celebrated through his display at the 
Centennial Exhibition aud ju New York,—and 
by valuable accessions of North American any 
tiquities; while tbe sheil-heaps scattered alovg 
the New Enuland coast were thoroughly seapth- 
ed by the Curator and his friends, and many 
specimens preserved. These shell-neaps abound 
particularly on the shore of the ocean from 
Cape Cod northward, and, like those of Florida, 
owe their origin to the castawav retuat of Indian 
villages. it was the custom of the Indians to 
resort every autumn to certain spots on the 
coast, and pass the winter there, liylug largeiv 
upon shell dsd. The shes and other 
kitchen-refuse tossed aside, in the course 
of successive generatioos, formed deep 
beds, in which were found to 
be buried large numbers of miscellaneous relics 
lost or discarded, and she bones of many ani- 
mals. The exploration of these village-sites has 
not only thrown much light upon the history of 
the aborigines, but has proved niguly interesting 
to the zooigisi—proving that animals and 
birds now extinet, like the great auk, were once 
commonly used as lool; and showing that otn- 
ers, like the walrus and elk, now restricted to 
narrow regions in the far North or distant West, 
once rang@d throughout the coast-region of the 
Eastern States. 

HOW THE LAKE-DWELLERS LIVED. 

In 1872 tae very valuable Clement“ collec- 
tion was derived by purchase for the collector in 
Europe. Dr. Clement devoted himself forseveral 
years to the imvestigation of tue prenistoric 


dwellings in Lake Neufchatel, Switzerland; 
and the collection is nearly exhaustive of ob- 
jects illustrating that peculiar phase of ancient 
fife. These old inbabitants of Switzer- 
land, perhaps forced to do so by enemies, 
udopted a sale, if not woll, comfort- 
able, way of liring. Some distance from 


the shore of the sialfow lakes they drove piles. 
upon which their houses were built. No doubt 
these were tolerabiy substantial structures, 
well roofed, and fully capable of Keeping out 
the cold of a winter among the Alps.- Many of 
these housés, being planted close together, 
would be joined bya single platform, and the 
whole counected with the shore by a narrow 
bridge, wuich could easily be destroyed, or pos- 
siviy lifted, in case of hostile attack. Under- 
neath each house might have been seen the 
‘*Jug-out ”’ canoes, and the racks on which were 
hung taeir fish nets, made of the flax they cul- 
tivated on the shore, together with taeir fishing- 
spears. Their heavy tools were almost waolly 
of stone.—axes polished like glass, set in bundles 
made of part of a deer’s ant ler, and of various 
forms; hammer-stones for pounding; wedges 
for splitting 'umber; heavy mauis for driving 
piles; flint spears suitable to be fixed in a strong 


pole-handle ; arrow-poinls lor huatin . 
For lighter objects, the horns of 
the stag and roe-deer were em- 


ployed. From these they formed handles for 
their axes, barpoous, chisels, hammers, awis, 
etc., aud sockets for setting these implemcnts 
in wooden handies; made from them riuss. 
pendants, boxes, drinkiug-cups, arrow and spear 
points, needles, picks, etc., ete. The horns of 
the deer tribe seem to have been a mine of 
material to these lacustrine artisans, and, from 
vee allowed a longer life tuan now, tbe ant- 
lers attained a gigantic size bever seen at vres- 
ent. The teeth of animals were bored and worn 
as ornaments, as our Indiaus wear bears’ teeth; 
but some incisors were put into handles and 
used as Knives, the bard cuttiug edge having 
beep ground sharp. 
THE ROMANS WHO LIVED BEFORE ROMULUS, 

When one reads Livy, and tries to penetrate 
to the era of Romulus aud Remus, be feeis that 
those precocious youngsters stood at the very 
beginning of “antiquity.” Durmg 1872 the 
Peu bod Museum received from Dr. G. Nicoiuc- 
ci, in Italy, a large collection of skulls and of 
flint aud stone implements which long precede 
the founding of Rome. 

Tue gravelly banas of the Tiber at Ponte 
Molle yielded to Dr. Nicvlucei’s searching inany 
fragments of flint which bear the marks of uu- 
man workmanship, aud waich are accomvanied 
by the tecth of the extinct elephants aud rii- 
noceroses with which these aboriginal lodians 
were coeval. Then above them, less corroded 
by the elements and of more recent date. are 
knives, scrapers, spear Leads, and arrow-poimbs, 
of far better desigu and more finished werk- 
manship,—showing progres® iu the race as arti- 
sans. All Italy and the neighborinc islands at- 
ford similar archeological materiai; yet it is 
only afew years since Mommsen. the German 
nistorian, said that *“‘nothwme has yet come to 
light which would justuy us in conciuding that 
the extatence of man in Italy is of older date 
than the knowledge of agricuiture and the 
smelting of metal.“ At that moment 
the British Museum contained in its rei- 
ies from the Etruscan tombs a prehis- 
toric arrow-point sei ia gold. Why did the 
(lever goldsmith of Etruria take such care to 
preserve this! Becauge these fut arrow-heads 
and the celta had even then long been Known 
in Italy, but were suppvosed to have rained 
down from Heaven, and were veneraved by all 
medieval Italians (as they are to this day by the 
peasantry) as powerful charms. The ancient 
inuabitants of Italy were not lake-dwellers, but 
lived in grottoes and sheltered valleys among 
the rocky hilis. 

AMERICAN ANTIQUITIES. 

But the attention of the Museum was not con- 
fined to European archeology, although every 
effort had always been made to get good repre 
sentative series from all parts of the worid, in 
order that the science might be studied com- 
paratively. During its whole existence par- 
ticular attention has been paid to the education 
of American archw®vlogy. Prof. Wyman ex- 
plored the mounds and sheli-heaps of 
Florida in the most thorough manner, 
provin that the ancient jobab.tants 
of that region Were cannibals ov 
occasion. Putucin and others excavated the 
sheil-heaps of the North Atlantic coast, and 
broucut to light many new facts in zoology as 
well as ethnology. f. Shaler presented an 
interesting collection from the lime-stune caves 
and the grave-mounds of nentucky, which Urst 
directed attention to a district waſch has since 
vielded rare results. The collection of Henry 
D. Tuoreau— the Hermit of Concord,” who

WHAT WAS FOUND IN KENTUCKY CAVES. 

On the 4th of September, 1874, tne death of 

. Wyman occurred; and, soou after, Prof. 
Frederick W. Putnam, Permanent Secretary of 
the American Association for the Advancement 
of Science, aud a gentieman enjoying a mgh 
reputation in all branches of natural history, 
was placed in charge as Curator of the Museum. 
He at once availed himseli of the friendship of 
Prof. N. 8. Shaler, State Geologist of Ken- 
tucky, to secure the facilities of the State Sur- 
vey in carrying out a long-cherished purpose, 
namely, the exploration of the caves which 
abound in the limestone mountains of that 
State and Teanessee. In this, with the help ot 
funds furnished by the Museum, be was en.i- 
nently successful, and some very interesting 
disclosures were brought to light. The relics of 
aboriginal life were found in three sets of cir- 
cumstances: in rock-sheiters. (L. ., where 
overhanging ledges had formed a natural roof 
or shelter for residence), in caves, and mn graves. 
So little is known of the use of caves in Ameri- 
ca, in comparison to what has been similarly 
ascertained in Europe, that especial attention 
was paid to their exploration. Sev in the 
neighborhood of Mammoth Cave Wicd im- 
portant results. In nearly all of them, bodies 
in amore or less periect state of preservation, 
remains of clothing, utensils, implements of 
art and agriculture, and weapons, were col- 
lected. That some of these caves were used as 

laces of at least temporary residence, Prof. 

utham proved most conclusively. His ex- 
ploration of Salt Cave revealed a new phase of 
American archæology. This cave approaches 
the Mammoth Cave in the size of its avenues 
and chambers. Throughout one of the prinei- 
pal passages, for several miles, were to be 
traced ancient fireplaces, both for nearths and 
ligats. The former were indicated by circular 
arrangements of flat stones, and the presence of 
ashes, charcoal, and calcined bones: for the 
latter purpose, small piles of stones had been 
made, with a hole in the centre of the pile to 
receive the bundle of dried fagots, perhaps 
smeared with grease, which were to be lighted. 
Bundles of these fagots, tied up with twisted 
tark, were found in several places in the cave: 
anu cane-reeds, probably of toe same chetacter 
as those found in the Mammoth, Snopt, and 
Grand Avenue Caves. were also very ahundant. 
Penctrating turee miles from the entrance into 
Salt Cave, achamber was entered /where the 
dust of unnumbeged years lay thick upon the 
rocky floor. tiere no human bones were found; 
there is every evidence that particular caves 
were used exclusively as places of sepulture, 
while other caves, as in his cAse, served as 
places of habitation; but ip tue dry soil were 
countiess imprints of e sandaled feet of 
the former race which @weit in these subter- 
ranean homes, and all about lay the evidences 
of their workmanship. Here some of their 
Crass-woven sandals worn through at the heel 
and on the ball of the toot, bad been cast aside; 
there lay a discarded mantic of cloth made of 
une shreds of Dark dyed in dark and bigot 
stripes, and showing where it had once been 
neatly mended; while on every side were frac- 
ments of bark cloth, packages of bark thread 
prepared ior weaving, torn bits of fringe or 
tassel, dishes cut from gourds, arrow-heads of 
mut, ppét’y sheils, bored undoubtedly for use 
as orpaments, and other relics of the aboriginal 
housthoid. Careful examination of the whole 
warrants the opmion that this was an agricul- 
tural people; that they first used the caves 
only as places of bunal, wrapping the body 
with the knees drawn up tothe chin, mammy- 
fashion, in blankets of bark, and laving it 
away in the innermost depths of these caves 
with the objects of its early affection, its 
weapons, and perhaps some food placed near 
it: but that afterward, possibly under the 
pressure of that invasion of a More savage 
people from the Nortu which seems to have 
caused the extermination of the earliest inhab- 
itants of the Southern valleys, they resorted to 
the caves ior secrecy and safety, until com- 
pelied to abandon the country altogether. The 
use of braided grass in the manufacture of 
sanda's and other articies of clothing, and, in- 
deed. all the remains, indicate an antiquity far 
5 than anything we know of the red 
odians inhabiting that region at the time of its 
settlement bv the whites. 

A VERY REMARKABLE DISCOVERY. 

At Pagevilie, Monroe County, Kentucky, an- 
other extremely interesting discovery was made 
by Prof. Putnam in tne shape of graves of a 
peculiar character. They were on the brow of a 
bill in the neighborhood of a number oi mounds, 
undoubtedly made by the same race of Mound- 
Builders whose extensive works are well known 
througaout the Ohio Valley; yet apparently the 
graves had no relation to the méundas. Many of 
these graves ge ther viowed over, and the 


human boues fm them waiten the fleid for 
all au acre. wo sepulchres, however, were 
found undisturbed. The eraves were nearly 
circular, four or five feet in diameter, aud about 
three feet deep. One was caretuily opened and

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its contents taken out. Tbese consisted of 
parts of fi:teen human skeletons of various 
e grave had been 


about three tect in depth. Large slabs of lime- 
stouc, brought trom some distance, had then 
been placed around the hole, and the bettom 
had been carefully covered with thin shale, 
brought from tne creek about half a mile 
distant. The bodies had evidently geen ar- 
ranged ina sitting posture against the upright 
siubs, and all at one time. ‘Ine earth had been 
thrown over all, and a few smal! flat stones 
placed above. This class of graves is unlike 
anything heretofore described, and, while it is 
different from anything known among the In- 
diau tribes, it is equaily distinct irom the bvarial 
customs of che Mound-Builoers. The extreme 
care and labor with which the graves had been 
made, their very large number at this place, 
aud the fact tnat a number of bodies of various 
ages were inclosed at the same time in oue 
grave, give occasion for much speculation. 
Meanwhile the collection in the Museum grew 
rapidity through gifts, purchase, and exchange, 
including specimens of prehistoric life from ai! 


parts of the world, —especially from South 


America; photograpus and casts of unique ob- 
jects of archeological interest in toreign 
museums and Amerſcau private cabinets; and a 
very large accession of dresses, utensils, imple- 
ments, Weapons, and other things manuiactured 
and in use by the savage tribes of the worid 
(and particularly of this continent) pow in ex- 
istence or only lately become extiuct. Material, 
which it will soon be impossible to obtain, bas 
thus been ‘accumulated for the advantage of 
futare students. The catalogue of the Museum 
pow embraces something like 12.000 entries of 
specimens, concerning the most of wuich inter- 
esting details are recorded, 
PRE-GLACIAL AMERICANS. 

Perhaps the most momentous of these addi- 
tions, although certainly not the most interest- 
jug to tue casual glance unacquainted with their 
significance, are the trays of ** palwoliths dug 
up by Dr. C. C. Abbott at Trenton, N. J. Dr. 
Abbott bas exhumed an astouishing quantity of 
comvaratively modern Indian relics upon bis 
farm, and some years ago the Doctor began to 
find very rudely-enipped forms of stone which 
undoubtedly were toe work of human hands; 
and these occurred deep down in giacial gravels. 
Further investigation showed that among these 
implements, as more and more were brought tv 
light, there was a strong uniformity, and a 
coustant difference from any accidental fract- 
ures of stone. It would be difficult to describe 
them. There was arude resembiauce in shape 
and contour to tne commoner types of modern 
stone implements, but they were evidently the 
work of the very beginners in art,—apoprentices 
in the work of civiiization,—and they bore upou 
them incontestible marks of a vast an- 
tiquity. As the evidence accumulated that 
these crude weapons of a forgotten race were 
really of human workmanship, and that they 
bad not been drifted into the gravels where they 
were found by any subsequent operation of 
nature or accident,—a covviction which was 
supported by the judgment of the most com- 
petent geologisis,—tue conviction forced itself 
upon the fluder's mind that the men who made 
these Weather-worn, rough iingements must 
have been in existence before the formation of 
the gravel-banks, and hence must have been at 
least contemporary with the ice#heet wulch, 
during the glacial period, capped the Nortaeru 
Hlemisvhere. Such a discovery as this, which is 
lizely to be followed by corroborative evidence 
from other parte of the country, will surely 
throw great light on the aboriginal history of 
this continent; and if it ever is proved, as has 
been suggest that the makers of these palwo- 
lithic, glacter- buried implements, driven south- 
ward by the advance of the ice-sheet, followed 
it northward again to Pecome the avcesturs of 
the present Eskimos, ove great problem is 
solved.

Task, County Kerrv, Ireland. Sept. 2.— 
There has been a noticeable falling off of emi- 
gration from Ireland during the past few years, 
and duriug tue last year it may be said almost 
to have ceased. ‘Ihe reports from the United 
States have been djscouraging, and those who 
dave been forced to leave their native soil have 
turned their faces to Australia or Van Dieman's 
Land, as promising a better field of labor. Ire- 
land bas upwards of 5,000,000 of population at 
home, and not far short of 12,000,000 of people 
abroad, of which 8,000,000 are in the United 
States, 1,000,000 are in other parts of America, 
1,000,000 are in England and Scotland, 1,000,- 
000 are in Australia and Van Dieman’s Land, 
and the other million are scattered through 
Continental Europe and the balance of the bab- 
itable world. It would be hard to find a coun- 
try where the melliflous brogue of the mercu- 
rial Hibernian may not be heard. He is ubiquit- 
ous and all-pervading. He is a dauuntiess 
traveler and takes chances which would de ap- 
galling to a man of any other nationality. 
His affections are sérong, his feelings are warm. 
his family ties are as sacred to him as any other 
mats, the love for his native island is un- 
quenchabie, aud hence we must con lude that 
ne leaves his ancient hills for reasons which are 


tangibje and potcut. 


Ireland to-day presents the anomalous spec- — 


tacle, unparalleled in the condition of nations, 
of nearly two-thirds of its population living in 
voluntary exile. The climate of Ireland is 
“salubrious, ita soll is fertile, its mountains and 
rivers are unsurpassed in picturesquepess and 
beauty, its valleys smile with almost perennial 
verdure, its sea-coast is. indented with delight- 


ful loughs and safe barbors, yet amid all these 


advantages the inhabitants flee from its shores 
as if the island was infected by a pestilence; 


its commerce flags, its agriculture languishes. 
and its cities anc villages fal! into decay. The 
people who remain at home are generally dis- 
contented, and are held ‘n subjection by the 
presence of large bodies of armed men.

Dariug tourists sometimes bathe in this punch- 
bow! without fear of the proprietor’s inter er- 
ence. These are the most famous peaks of the 
magnificent range of mountains which may be 
geen from this village. 

There is pothiag about Tralee to distinguish 
it particularly irom other Irish towns. I see 
here the same proportion of small, dirty cot- 
tages, the same proportion of filta, and rags, 
and wretcheduess that I see elsewhere in this 
indigent country. I see here the same gentle- 
men’s preserves, the parks, the gardens, the 
lau ns. and fields, all belonging to one man, and 
the balauce of the veople with no land 
al all. I see here, as elisewbere 
m this unhappy island, Fortune smiling 
on the few and Poverty at the throats of the 
many. ‘Tralee is said to be a prosperous, thriv- 
ing town, though 1 don't believe there has been 


ba new building erected bere for the last half 


century. Ihe country around the town and in 
this county is very fine, and irom $10to $25 rent 
per acre is the price paid fori by the tenants. 
How they manage to make that amount of money 
out of it is a thing bard to understand. Certain- 
ly the people of Kerry must be industrious or 
they could never manage it at all, and must in- 
evitably sink into hopeless poverty. 

Tue popgiation of Tralee is mostly Catholic, 
and there@e two churches here which would be 
creditable toany city. The education of the 
risiag generation is mostly in the 
hands of a society of voung men be- 
long to the order of “Christian Brothers.“ 
There is, also, a seminare here in the hands of 
tue Dominican Fathers, who take charge of the 
more advanced puvils. These people enly 
teach the bovs of the towh, while the education 
of the giris is confided to the hands ot the 
Sisters of Mercy ava the Presentation Nuns. 
Bach of these orders of nuns have large and 
comiortable buildings, erected at great expense, 
fully auswering the purposes for whien they 
are required. The conduct of tae workhouse 
bere, which now has about 900 inmates, has 
been. for some time, in charge of the Sisters 
of Mercy, and many a boor fellow has been 
translated to Kingdom Come” under their 
teuder auspices witu some sort of decency aud 
comfort since they have been overiooking the 
institution. Some peopie may think it 
makes but little difference to an oj 
pauper, battered by the bard knocks he has 
received in the world, aud humbled by 
age and by disease. and bad living. 
how be dies. whether in filth and rags, wretch- 
edness, avd neglect, or with his senses soothed 
by gentle voices, kind hangs, aud sweet words 
ot comfort, and assurances*0f a briguter world 
beyond. I am one of those who believe that it 
is kinder and more humane, and better every way, 
for the poor wayfarer to die witha little hope 
in his heart, a littie love in his eyes, and a littie 
humans mpathy in his ears, than to lose his 
last grasp of earthly things with a dismal feel- 
ing in his bosom that everthing sweet and love- 
lv has faded out of the world. Besides making 
death in a worxhouse a httle less terrible, these 
Sisters have introduced otber reforms and im- 
provements which relieve the hes of the 
poor creatares who are doomed to inhabit tue 
place of many of its asperities. The 
sick can now get attendance, the sor- 
rowfui cap obtain consolation, the 
weak may receive strength, and the dying 
spiritual eulighteument and comfort, and a 
Christian burial when dead. This is but one of 
avery few Irish workbouses which is given 
over to the superiniendence ot Sisters of Mercy. 
‘The Presentation Sisters have a large building 
for their purposes, and a fine charel and schoo!l- 
house besides, where they educate the orphan 
daughters of Catholic parents. There are about 
thirty Sisters of Mercy aad twenty-four Pre- 
sentation Sisters in these establishments. The 
Coristian Brothers, thirteen in number, have 
charge of au industrial school here, in which 
there are at present over 100 inmates. The boys 
are taught agricuitureand many kinds of trades, 
besides being tuoroughly groundelin the En- 
glisb rudiments. They appear bright, cheerful, 
and obedient, and make rapid progress in their 
stud.es. Their dormiiones, refectory, and schooi- 
room are all that could be desired. The farm is 
small, but additions will soou be made to it 80 
as to be large enough to afford ample emolos- 
ment for the boys in the line of muscle and ag- 
riculture. There are but few Protestants in tue 
town, and these educate their children mostiv in 
private schoois or by employing family tutors. 
The national schools, instituted by tue Govern- 
ment on something like the American plan of 
public schools, though under restrictions and 
Umitations worch make them practically of but 
little benefit, are ignored here almost entire y. 
They are not sectarian enough to satisfy either 
Protestant or Catholic. At the same time tae 
school-books contain too much matter offensive 
to both creeds to please the one or the other. 
The national schools bere are, therelore, neg- 
lected. Tunis is not tae casein otner parts of 
Ireland, however, where Catholic teachers are 
employed to instruct the young, tuus, in a 
measure, neutralizing the Protestant inilueace 
of portions of the text. Tue present system of 
education, like ali compromises, is not satisfac- 
tor v to either side. 

Tralee has little of historic interest connected 
with ite history. It is the Capital town of Ker- 
rv, and a considerable tradicg post and a point 
from whence to make excursions to more in- 
teresting regions. The Frauctscan Abbey oi 


a place well worth visiting. It is an old aobey 


with ivy aud covered with lichens. The coast is 


not far War, and a drive to the Spa, iour miles 


distant down the bay, with the gorgeous sun 
Overhead, the fresh breath of the sea in one’s 
face, the smell of primrosesin the hedge, and 
the green fickds and distant mountauns to look 
at, is an experience well worth having. Ode 
gets a tine view of the bay and the 
smeli of salt air. On the shore were 
many fishing-boats, and a few white 
sails could be seen close under the mountains 
just coming in from sea. The water was calm 
and sparkling when I saw it, and the midday 
sua shown bright upon its quivering bosom. 
The sun was up, tae sky was clear, 
‘The waves were dancing fast and bright, 
Blue isles and snowy mountains wear 
The gurple noon's transperent light. 


The tide was out. aud the sandy beach, cov- 


ered with sea-weed and small schooners lying 
upon their sides, where they had been left b, 
the receding water, made a pleasant picture. 
Some children, with bare feet and legs, were 
running about picking up cockles. An old Irish 
peasant, with a very high hat, oid and battered 
like himseif, with a very small donkey hit ned 
to a rude cart, was far out upon the sand gath- 
ering sea-weed with which to manure his 
farm. On the fartner side of the bay 
were the hich, silent mountains, which 
cast their dark shadows upon the waters. 
On the hitner side were quaint houses embow- 
ered in trecs and foliage, and the liawthora 
hedges. {fhe whole picture was one of exceed- 
ing grace and loveliness, and full of a dreamy 
sort of repose, hard to resist. Such a scene 
makes one long to lie down on the sloping 
lawns beneath the sheltering arms of some old 
elm tree, aud dream the day away while looking 
at the sea and ciouds. There 1s a comfortable 
hotei here which is usually filled with visitors 
who come down to the seaside to bathe and to be 
invigorated vy the sea air. A quieter, suonier 
spot caunot be founa in all Ireland, nor one 
more picasing to the eve. Ihe people of Kerry 
appear to be bright and vivacious, and fuil of 
bounding life. They are kind and hospitable to 
strangers, aud take much interest in saowing 
them what there is of interest to be seen. 

Tue famous Lakes of Kujiarney are situated in 
this county, aud thither many tourists goto 
look at the scenery and rest awhile amidst its 
groves. The neighbornood

THE PRINCESS ALICE. 


Narrative of the Survivors of the Fearfal 
Catastrophe ou the Thames. 
Corrveapondence of the New York Herald. 

Lox box. Sept. 5.—The descriptions of the 
terrible scenes at the time of the collision are 
extremely harrowing. The terror of the passen- 
gers was frightful: their screams were heard 
two miles away. There were only a dozen lile- 
buovs on board, and some boats were swinging 
on the davits, but the boat sank too quickly for 
apy aid. Charles Handley, the Captain of the 
barge Chance, gives us perhaps the most hor- 

rifying account of the scene: 

About a qugrter to 8 I was with my barge at 
Beckton whew neard dreadfal screaming, the 
blowing of whisties, and cries for help, and, on 
jookiug down the river, lsaw that a collision 
had oceurred. There was a regular tearing 
crash. Instantly I took my boat aud my mate, 
William Robinson, ana rowed to the spot. Ours 
was about the first boat there. 1 shail never 
forget the sight Isaw. The whole rivér seemed 
alive with heads and hair. It looked like a nver 
full of cocoanuts. Some people were holding 
on to forms, others tochairs and pieces of wood. 
A stout gentleman came close to me, and 1 

bbed at him at once, but he was.so beavy 
that be neariy pulled us over. He was like a 
madman, and could not be quiet. I ordered him 
to sit down in tue boat, but be would not, and 
my mate and 1 dad to push him down. Then 
anot ner gentleman cried out, Twenty pounds 
to save my life.“ The promise of money did 
not inflience me, but | seized bold of him, but 
he was so heavy. We tugged and tugged away, 
and at last we got him in, and, while we were 
doing this, four little bovs floated by us, and 
their besceching looks were something dread- 
ful. We saved them, thank God! Thea a 
young lady, whom | at once recogaized as Miss 
Towse, the daughter of the Superintendent of 
the Steamboat Company, came close by, and 
she seemed to know me. I seized her and drew 
her in, too. Our boat was now pretty full, and 
we found we could not take in any more. So 
loud were the screams and cries for help that 
we could not bear ourselves speak. The rush 
of steam and fire, too, was something terrible. 
In a few minutes all was over, and I could net 
see the funnel of the Princess Alice or any- 
thing else. The river apveared, when we got 
there, to be covered with ladies“ hair. The 
ladies floated, while the gentlemen who could 
not swim sank at once. 

THD TERRIBLE WATER. 

Strange that so few persons were saved, tak- 
ing into consideration the fact that the disaster 
took viace within hailing distance of the shore, 
so near to North Woolwich, and the large collier 
that did the mischief was close by. The crew 
of the collier did succeed by tarowing out ropes 
in saving some forty lives; but they do not appear 
to have exerted themselves to any satisfactory 
extent. A bargeand a few small boats succeed- 
ed in saving a few more, but, altogether, 
scarcely a hundred persons were rescued. A 
visit to the scene of the disaster shows how 
little the chance of life was to those not saved 
by the few boats. ‘The accident occurred at a 
point midway between the Beckton gus- 
works and the powder magazine, a broad, 
dreary stretch of river, a mile and a 

uarter at least from shore to shore. 

u daylicht it would take a good swimmer to 
reach the shores, but at night in the darkness, 
with scattered lights as bea ons, the best swim- 
mer might never succeed in reaching land. He 
might swim toward the gas works only to find 
himself there among the smooth iron pillar. of 
a jetty, wath neither rope, nor chain, nor boat to 
grasp. He would sink in utter despair. Only a 
few swimmers reached shore: even the best 
hardly got without the doomed circle, where 
100 hands of the drowning clutched him and 
dragged him below. Two brothers succeeded 
in escaping. the horrid circle by diving. One 
brave fellow jumped into the river, with his 
sweetheart on his back. He swam bravely away, 
but his precious burden was clawed “ off his 
back, and though he dived to search for her 
avain, he did not ful her. The ingdents ” of 
the disaster would fil! a page. 

ON THE SPOT.

struggles of the drowned are awfully pictured 
on the faces. Yesterday tne bodies of six 
womeu were recovered together. In drowning 
they had clutched one anotner in agony, and 
not one could have escaped from the terribie 
grip. One governess reports the loss of seven 
young giris who were under her care for the 
day. Nearly a hundred children were drowned. 
One of tne rescued passengers says that he 
never saw so many chiidren in arms be ore. 
Only three or four young children are among 
the saved; about tlurty women and fiftv men. 
Tnree-fourths of the passengers were probably 
women and children.

STATEMENT OF SUSVIVORS.

New York, Sept. 20.—The toilets that are 
beginning to be made, botn from orders and for 
the shops, are magnificent in every particular. 
Last winter, wuen so many new and beautiful 
materials were.shown, the: brocades, the em- 
bussed silks and velvets, ¢tc., we imagined im- 
provement upon tnese models a simple impos 


make their appearance. Notable among elegant 
novelties are the velvets once so admired for 
vests for gentlemen. They have a soft, silky 
surface,—indeed are of finest make,—and have 
a tiny, tine dot of contrasted color. The pecul- 
iarity of this dot is that it seems placed be- 
neath the nap of the velvet, thus giving a very 
pretty effect. The prevailing color, or rather 
the main one, is usually very dark and 
rich, and the dot is quite 
is generallya different color, though in many 
cases it is but a much lichter shade of the same. 
The most admired varieties are biack velvet, 
witha tiny speck of palest blue; navy blue, 
with the same pale dot; deep rich maroon, with 
white or faintest rose-color. One very handsome 
piece for an elderly lady is black with a spot of 
purple the size of a pin-head, and having in its 
centre a dot of white. Waerever the spots of

This beit does not reach 
fully around the waist, extending onl. across 
the back aud sides until it reaches the edge of 
the shirred front, where it ends, and wovre four 
buttons are disposed in a diamond-shaped orna- 
ment. This dress is extremely handsome, and 
is an exact copvof one which has been made by 
Pingard iu black aod yellow for the Jersey

AMONG HANDSOME MATERIALS 

is one which I have previously mentioned. It 
shows a stripe of heavilv-corded watered silk 
alternating with ove of satin. These stripes 
vary from three inches to one-quarter of an meh 
in width, but the two stripes are alwavs similar 
in sue. The handsomest style of this elegant 
fabric is one in black having the stripes about 
two inches wide. It may be obtained in colors, 
and is very handsome indeed, but I am told in 
the shops tLat it will not be in so great demand 
as black. The goods will be used only in combi- 
nation, and may de biended equaliy well with 
satin or velvet. Taese last two materials will 
be most extensively worn and can invariably be 
pertectiy matched. 

New velvets for millinery and combination 
toilettes are very handsome, and show many 
novel effects. One is a peculiar deep subdued 
scarlet, wich an odd flame-colored light chang- 
ing through it. Another is similar, but is a 
handsome crimson, with a pretty faint rose 
suade over it. Une very elegaut style of velvet 
has a peculiar ground seemingly formed of 

laited strands of narrow satin braid—a sort of 

Ket-work. Upon this is a raised work of 
velvet. The effect of this goods is extremely 
rien. It is known as embossed velvet and is 
procurable in every color. The sample before 
me is rien olive, aud the satin ground has a 
glistening bronze shade upon it. 

A very tasteful material Walch is largely used 
in portions of tollettes is a very soft silk. taat 
has stripes about one-half an inch wide. One 
stripe is satin-finished, the other consists 
of woven lengthwise lines. This also comes 
in all colors, and is much used for 
combining with plain silks and cashmeres, or 
some other soft, fine woolen. Among cas)- 
meres is a novel importation known as figured 
casamere. It has a soit, heavy-twilled surface, 
diversified with small figures worked in floss or 
silk. One variety is a dark navy-blue cash- 
mere, with small diamonds thick upon it. Each 
figure is workgd wich ceili blue, svariet, and old 
gold. Another has also a ground of navy blue, 
with longitudinal stripes about ove-half an 
inch wide, entirely iormed of small diamonds 
worked in blue, scarict, and old gold. Tue in- 
tervening spaces of navy blue are covered with 
small detached figures in the same three colors. 
Corduroys will be a great deal worn. Entire 
suits are admired, and it will be used extenslve- 
ly with camei’s hair and cashmere. 

IN MILLINERY 
there is an improved sort of corduroy. 
It has close velvety ridges upon a 
satin surface of the same color. It trims felt 
bonnets very effectively. Io millinery never 
have oandsomer goods been displayed. the 
ribbons alove are wonderful, botn in their 
variety and beauty. Narrow riboons are coa- 
sidered very tashionable. They will 
be used upon ** nead-gear,’’ and 
are in great request for otber portions of tne 
totiette. The majority of dresses have ribbon 
ioops and bows, and one can now find a ribbon 
that corresponds beautifuily with any style of 
costume and any sortof iabric. Among nar- 
row mbbous an inch or two in widch are all 
kinds of pretty varietiés. One has a scariet 
ground upon which are spravs of shaded gold 
leaves with au occasional small skv-blue flower. 
This is quite a pretty ri0bon, but is very showy. 
A varrower one is white, with a vine of leaves 
and a rosebud ruuning through the centre. 
Tae foliage is of three shades of brown,—a dark 
chocolate, a pale yellowish brown, and an in- 
termediate shade. The rosebuds are very little, 
and are of shaded red. A wider ripbon nas au 
exquisite pa e blue surtace, eoriched with rato- 
er large moss rosebuds of beautiful red and 
pink, witha foliage of shaded browns, which 
softens and subdues the brilliant colors of 
flowers aod ground. Another has a ground of 
delicate wood color, with a profusion of shaaed 
foliage and vivid red rosebudse It is remarka- 
dle now tue prevailing flower in all these fancy 
ribdons is the rose, and almost always only the 
bud. A very elegant ribbon a little more than 
an inch wide has a black surface, with deep 
crimson rose-buds aud leaves of bright green 
mingied with pale cream color.

Other hand- 
some ribbons, about a finger wide. are in vari- 
ous and beautiful styles. One of deep crimson 
has one side heavy gros-grain, with the cords 
running across, while the other is satin.

Richard Shade, the gifted student in crayon

Young Mr. Marr, who is studying in Germany, 
is progressing finely, and bids fair to be capable 
of the best things as he arrives at maturity 
in art. His skill in portraits is especially re- 
markable. 

S. M. Brooks, a pioneer portrait. -palnter in 
Milwaukee. who went to California fifteen or 
twenty years ago, has made fame and fortune 
on the Pacific coast.

ACTIVITY OF THE POLITICIANS, 

It is in the power of those citizens opposed to 
rascally politics and the rule of cliques and 
rings to defeat the unfit nomination of Deuster 
for member of Congress, and to elect a consid- 
erable majority of tne members of the Legisla- 
ture and the county officers to be chosen in No- 
vember. But the ring and trading politicians 
are, according to present appearances, likely to 
succeed through causes wiich are easily defined. 

In the first place, events daily occurring indi- 
cate the perfect correctness of the analysis ol 
the Carpenter movement which appeared in the 
Wisconsin correspondence of Tus Trispune. 
Mr. Carpenter’s reply to the call asking him to 
be a candidate for United States Senator is sut- 


ficiently suggestive of the fact that he is not the 
candidate of Republicans, and that he does not 
propose to submit his claims to the Republican 
Legislative party caucus, or to avy other caucus 
except one composed of his personal admirers 
of all political shades,—such a caucus, for in- 
stance, as that which has been held in this 
city during the incubation of his cail, and the 
one to which his reply was submitted. It is evi- 
dent. and denied by nobody, that he will accept 
a nomination from whom it may concern. 
and that the expectation is that if he gets a 
nomination at ail it will come from the opposi- 
tion to the Republican party. Inu this view, 
with Carpenter openly in the field as a Senato- 
rial candidate, and his iriends fighting for mem- 
berg of the Legislature in every ward, the Con- 
gressman is likely to be forgotten; or, rather, 
the fight on Congressman will bea give-away, 
in W hich hundreds and hundreds of votes will be 

‘* piumped ”’ for Deuster in return for votes ior 
Legisiative candidates iu the Carpenter interest. 

In.the second place, honest but somewhat 
sagacious citizens who wish to sce Deuster de- 
feated do not understand the system of con- 
tinuous puffs in the Sentinel and Wiscons'n for 
Judge Frisby, of West Bend, asa straight Re- 
pubiwcan candidate, who is also most higbiy 
praised by the Democratic newspapers suvport- 
ing Deuster. Judge Frisby is undoubtedly an 
honest and an able man, and would make a 
good member of Congress. But in this emer- 
gency a candidate is desirable who has personal 
strengib among business men, and who can 
command a large vote outside of the Republic- 
an party in Milwaukee. The candidate op- 
posed to Duester, in order to be elected, must 
have at least 2,500 majority in Milwaukee 
County. It cannot be pretended that Judge 
Frisby, whois totally unknown im Milwaukee, 
except to a few personal acquaintances, can 
capture the votes necessary to render his 
election a possibility. Toe extraordinary 
effurt to make him a candidate looks like 
a plan to put him in the field and then to sell 
him out at everv corner for votes for candidates 
for the Senate and Assembiv friendly to Car- 
nenter. Of course, Judge Frisby is not a party 
to this scheme: it is planned to make him its 
Victim. 

Another indication is full of significance. Ed 
Sanderson, who would make a splendid run for 
Congress. with a fair show of being elected over 
Deuster, so lar absolutely reiuses to be a can- 
didate. That is, he would inake a splendid run 
unless he should be handicapped by bargains, 
interests, and intrigues to help Carpenter by a 
sacrifice of the Congressional vote to the Legis- 
lative vote. Of course Sanderson will not run 
for Congress if he is in a scheme to trade off 
votes for Deuster ior votes tur members of the 
Legislature. He would not “go in’’ bimself to 
be made a victim of a programme which ne was 
concerned in placing beiore the peopie. 

Mr. Carpenter has gone to Washington, to re- 
— several weeks, and probably till after the 

wisiative fight is arranged. He was solicited 
to remain in Wisconsin and canvass the State as 
a candidate for Senator against ali comers, a 0 
Decugias in L[liinots in 1858. But Carpenter had 
the good sense and good taste to reject this 
counsel from unwise friends, and has gone back 
to his law business at Washington. 

The management of the campaign for local 
offices has not yet fuliy developed the candi- 
dates. John E. Eldred and Peter Van Vechten 
are the competing candidates for the Republicau 
pomination, for Sueriffl. As Deuster has been 
nominated lor Congress, it is not probabie 
that either John Felienz or Charles Holznauer. 
both Catholic Germans, will get the Democracic 
nomination for Sher; and it would seem that 
any German atthe head of the county ticket 
would work to its disadvantage. For these 
reasons, Jolin Bentley is likely to be nominated 
by the Demiocrats kor Sheriff.
